Can he reclaim and hold the glory. that was Rome? 
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Benito Mussolini 
July 29, 1883 
2:00 P.M., 16° E. 41° N. 
Progressed to July 19, 1940 


:. Four Horsemen are riding again! 
Across the face of western Europe their path 
has spread, swept clean of everything save 
War, Famine, Pestilence, and Death. No man 
has watched that wild ride more closely than 
has Mussolini And as a potent factor in 
the balance of power the eyes of the world 
have turned to him and his Fascisti. 

Fascisti. A word familiar to very few in 
1914. Fascisti, by 1922, was the motivating 
force of a powerful government. One man 
and one vision are. responsible. The man is 
Benito Mussolini; and his vision is a renais- 
Sance of thé Roman Empire such as most of 
us can but slightly comprehend. The great 
progress already made has been due chiefly

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to their marvelously efficient publicity cam- 
paign. In their leader we find a super press- 
agent representing his political party and his 
country. Here we have a man gifted with 
the power of oratory so dearly loved by the 
ancient Romans; a man whose stirring voice 
can sway and mold the people to his will. 
Second only to the power of his voice, his 
writings have for many years guided and 
led the Fascist Party. Since assuming the 
dictatorship of Italy he has maintained his 
power and prestige by means of recurrent 
dramatic publicity stunts; varying from send- 
ing a fleet of aircraft across the ocean to 
America to building up into favorable pub- 
licity among his own followers, the conquer- 
ing of a defenseless co-member of the League 
of Nations. 

No unknown was Mussolini. From early 
manhood he had been active’ in the politics 
of Italy. For years his caustic editorials had 
pointed out the road he thought should be 
followed. Now, as leader of Italy, we find 
his birthchart revealing the driving power 
that pushed him to the pinnacle. And, as 
explained in the Brotherhood of Light Les- 
sons, the chart of the ruler of a country also 
indicates the type of events attracted to the 
country while he is in power. Thus the horo- 
scope of Mussolini will reveal the activity 
to be expected from Italy in the future; and 
the Major Progressions will indicate the time 
when such actions will occur. 

A study of this leader’s horoscope well re- 
veals the tremendous force at his command. 
Here we find five of the planets in angular 
houses, expressing their energy with the 
utmost freedom. Dynamic Uranus holds the 
dominant position in the house of honor 
(10th), especially important in view of the 
aspects. Neptune is closely in opposition to 
the Ascendant—a quite serious affliction. 
Uranus, however, is a conciliatory factor, 
breaking up the opposition; it being exactly 
trine to Neptune and only a degree and a 
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half from a sextile to the Ascendant. Such 
a configuration releases energy in great quan- 
tity, being comparable to the T-square and 
Grand-square in importance; yet it has the 
advantage over these in that an outlet is 
present for the harmonious release of the 
power. Jupiter and Venus also afford har- 
monious drains for the discordant opposition, 
adding to the power of the figure. 

The chief energy of this forceful chart is 
devoted to contacts with others. Having four 
planets in the house of the public (7th) in- 
dicates that much of his life’s interest will 
be in public relations. Other people will have 
a marked influence over him, ever pushing 
him to the fore. Likewise he will have a 
great influence over the lives of others. It 
is interesting to note that nearly all the 
planets are posited in the southwest quadrant 
of his chart. Planets so placed are diminish- 
ing in virility to impress themselves upon 
and mold environment, and require the stim- 
ulus of the proper environment to show 
unusual activity. Perhaps this partly ex- 
plains the sudden about-face in his policies 
at times when it becomes easier to lead his 
flock: by telling them that which they wish 
to hear, even if it is exactly opposite to his 
expressed opinion of the day before. Prob- 
ably, too, this is one of the basic differences 
between Hitler and Mussolini. Hitler has 
four planets on the east side of the chart. 
Those having planets on the east have the 
ability to shape their surroundings to their 
own needs. Others, perhaps equally success- 
ful, are formed and shaped almost entirely 
by the various conditions which surround 
them. Hitler creates and molds his environ- 
ment; Mussolini takes full advantage of con- 
ditions presented to him. 


Fixed Signs Stressed 


With both Sun and Ascendant in fixed 
signs, one would normally expect the Fascisti 
leader to be very set in his basic ideas, try- 
ing to force others to accept them and so 
to believe and live exactly as he desires. 
However, this is undoubtedly modified by 
the five planets in mutable signs, giving the 
power to adapt himself to whatever environ- 
ment is present, and to use it for his own 
advancement. 

The Sun is in conjunction with Mercury 
in the house of public expression (9th), a 
most fortunate position for writing and 
speaking. As the Sun represents the deepest 
motivating power, this department of life is 
tremendously important to him. The Sun 
is in the sign Leo, the Lion, and being in the 


first decanate is not modified by other in- 
fluences. In connection with this, it is more 
than coincidence that Mussolini’ has -been 
described by Richard Washburn Child as 
having something of a prowl in his walk, a 
faint suggestion of the tread of a cat; later 
mentioning as another feline trait Il Duce’s 
sense of complete isolation. The Key-word 
for this first decanate of Leo is RULERSHP, 
In this chart the impelling desire to rule is 
increased by the close sextile of the Sun to 
the planet of ambition, Saturn. And the 
manner in which this individual would set 
about trying to rule is indicated by the 
planets in the ninth house; by means of 
propaganda, publishing, writing, lecturing, 
talking, and teaching. The public expression 
of opinion is thus easily the most important 
factor to him, the energy released here well 
indicating his talent for oratory and his 
ability to write public-swaying editorials. 


Most Fortunate Position 


The most fortunate position in Mussolini’s 
chart is the conjunction of Jupiter and Venus 
in the eighth house. These two benefics so 
well placed (Jupiter is exalted in Cancer) 
afford a powerful protective influence over 
the vhysical body through their close trine 
to the Ascendant. Venus also is the -ruler 
of the cusp of the house of sickness (6th). 
The affliction of the Ascendant from the house 
of health (Neptune in 6th) affects the health 
and working conditions. While he has been 
many times wounded and occasionally ill, 
we find that Venus and Jupiter invariably 
pull him through. The Pluto opposition from 
the 7th (open enemies) has been a promi- 
ent factor in his life. This open antagonism 
of certain groups (Pluto rules groups) to 
his personal ambitions has been constantly 
present, from his expulsion from Switzerland 
for political activity, to the solid front (Pluto) 
presented by the members of the League 
of Nations in the Ethiopian affair. This in- 
fluence also has been apparent in the several 
attempted assassinations, where again we find 
the benefics protecting him from harm. 


The heavy aspects involving both Mid- 
Heaven and Ascendant are outstanding. 
Those to the M.C, increase his desire for 
position and station in life and show some- 
what the methods he would use to attain 
his ambitions. This sensitive point receives 
the sextile of the Sun and Mercury, and the 
semi-square of Venus and Jupiter; and it 
is square to the four planets in the seventh 
house. This heavy square well indicates 
that he would not hesitate to use the destruc- 
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tiveness of open warfare (7th house) to gain 
his desires, particularly as Mars is one of the 
planets involved. Uranus in the tenth, while 
making several harmonious aspects, is never- 
theless square to Mars. Here we have the 
direct, abrupt action of Uranus blended most 
destructively with the violence of Mars. ‘This 
affliction of Mars in the house of war (7th) 
to his dominant planet helps give him his 
love of war, but the prominence of Saturn 
there would give him caution and fore- 
thought. With this combination of aggres- 
sive urges (Mars) with safety urges (Sat- 
urn), he would not be one to step into a 
fight unless he were sure the gain would 
repay the risk. Uranus also receives inhar- 
monious energy through the semi-squares 
of Sun and Mercury from the ninth, working 
out at times as unfavorable publicity. 

Saturn so prominent, conjunction the Moon, 
gives the ability needed by organizers and 
managers. This talent, combined with his 
ability to sway others, led him to organize 
his own political party and to manage it effi- 
ciently. While much Saturn may give greed, 
it also indicates the careful foresight and 
ability to make definite plans for future 
action and then to plod determinedly towards 
this goal. The Moon, ruling mentality, is 
in the :decanate of INTUITION. We may 
be sure that often he knows just what he 
can do and how much he can bluff before 
action will be taken against him. He has the 
ability not merely to see the details of a 
problem, but to view it completely, perceiv- 
ing the proper relation of each part to the 
whole, 


Family Background and Early Life 


Benito was the second son of Rosa and 
Alessandro Mussolini. The latter enjoyed an 
adequate income from his trade, blacksmith- 
ing, and in later years became quite a pow- 
erful figure in the district where he lived. 
Rosa taught the village school, and instilled 
in her young son a desire for higher educa- 
tion. We have only to look to the trine of 
Uranus. in the tenth house (ruling the 
mother) to Neptune ‘(ruler of the 4th, the 
father), to see the benefic influence these 
first and most important factors had on 
Benito’s life. Following his mother’s wishes, 
he passed the necessary exantinations and be- 
came a teacher; a vocation naturally of in- 
terest to him with Sun conjunction Mercury 
in the house of teaching (9th). However, 
such an occupation did not give sufficient 
vent to his aggressive nature; so we find him 
giving up a teacher’s career after a year in 
order to travel (also 9th house influence). 


Switzerland was his first objective, where 
he struggled to make a living as a laborer, 
as a translator of languages, or at whatever 
came to hand. But above all, he threw him- 
self into political activities, in which at last 
he found the work he felt suited for. - He 
took part in- political gatherings, making 
speeches, until his activities came to the 
attention of the authorities in 1904, when he 
was expelled from the country. Mercury 
had progressed to the square of Mars at 
that time; so we could expect talk (Mer- 
cury) to bring obstacles from open enemies 
(7th house). 

He had a similar experience in 1909 when 
he was asked to leave Austria for undesirable 
political activity. At that time he had Mer- 
cury conjunction Uranus p, while Sun square 
Pluto involved the 7th house. In 1910, under 
this same aspect to Uranus, he went into 
business (Uranus in 10th house) by launch- 
ing the proletarian paper Lotta de Classe. 
As editor of a political paper he found full 
expression for his talent. Recognition of his 
efforts came swiftly, and in 1912 he was ap- 
pointed editor of Avanti, the only daily news-: 
paper of the socialist cause. During the next 
two years, while his progressed Ascendant 
was making the opposition to Mars in the 
7th (open warfare), he carried on an inten- 
sive fight (Mars) with the existing govern- 
ment. His editorial position gave him the 
opportunity to carry the fight into the open, 
pointing out all the faults and weaknesses 
of the administration, and demanding that 
action be taken to overcome such conditions. 
Nor was his fighting all to be done with the 
pen. On June 7, 1914, under the additional 
stimulus of Venus square Pluto (mob activ- 
ity), he participated in the Romagna Out- 
break. 5 

Mussolini’s efforts as director of the Avanti 
were largely responsible for Italy’s entering 
the World War on the side of the Allies. But 
these policies were contrary to those of others 
in the Socialist Party, and the paper was 
taken out of his control. The young states- 
man was anything but daunted by losing 
the directorship of Avanti. The fall of 1914 
saw him, for the first time, well started on 
the road that was to lead him to fame. His 
dynamic editorials in Avanti had not been 
written in vain. Not until he broke with the 
Socialist Party did he fully realize the ex- 
tent of his own following. He had drawn 
to him the impetuous youth element of all 
factions, aS well as the malcontents of the 
established parties. From this group he or- 
ganized the nucleus of that force the world 
now recognizes as Fascism. The motivating 
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planetary influence at that time was Mer- 
cury trine Pluto and Venus square Pluto. 
What auspicious aspects under which to 
launch one of the best organized gangs that 
politics has ever known! Pluto rules organ- 
ized masses, and in the chart under consid- 
eration is ruler of the 7th house (other peo- 
ple in general). But Mercury, ruler of the 
ninth house, was also involved. . Thus we 
need not be surprised to learn that, on No- 
vember 15th, 1914, while this aspect was still 
in full orb, the new party began publishing 
Popolo d'Italia with Mussolini as director. 

However, Italy’s entering the World War 
Number I was to arrest the growing strength 
of her new political child. Mussolini was 
needed at the front, where he could no longer 
actively direct the destiny of his paper. 
Called to arms in September, 1915, as a pri- 
vate he suffered the terrible hardships of the 
first winter in the Alps. This privation and 
want were well indicated by Sun square 
Saturn; afflictions to Saturn usually attract- 
ing poverty and hardships. 

Yet, in spite of the difficulties and dan- 
gers, he liked war. He ever sought the most 
dangerous missions, striving through per- 
sonal example to raise the morale of his 
fellow soldiers. In his biography he states 
that after the first period of hardship he be- 
came perfectly and almost comfortably 
accustomed to all the terrible elements that 
life in the trenches involves. His support of 
Italy was doubly effective, as he continued 
to write for his own paper, urging and de- 
manding that Italy fight on to the end of the 
war. 

On February 22nd, 1917, under Sun square 
Moon r and Saturn p, and while Mars was 
semi-square Neptune in the house of health 
(6th), a grenade exploded in the trench, 
severely wounding Mussolini. With Saturn 
conjunction the Moon, and Sun progressing 
to the square of both, we could expect an 
important event. In the month following he 
underwent twenty-seven operations, only 
two with anaesthetics. This ended his phys- 
ical combat, but he was soon using his paper 
to bolster up the courage and perseverance 
of the Italian people. 

The war continued and, partly due to the 
Fascisti leader’s trench-written editorials, 
Italy continued to participate. The Italian 
forces were demoralized, both by the defeats 
at the front and by the seditious activities 
of the communists and socialists within the 
ranks. Fighting aggressively with his edi- 
torials, Mussolini used all his force to keep 
Italy in the war. In this he was successful, 
and for his efforts he takes full credit. 


Then came. post-war Italy. It presented 
a complex problem. ' Communism began to 
rear its head in the North... Internal dissen- 
sion and political disturbances became rife, 
‘Mussolini ‘had the nucleus of ‘a Fascist organ- 
ization, and this he now enlarged by taking 
in the discontented returned soldiers who 
could find no work. A propagandist with 
the ability to lead; he had’a splendid environ. 
ment at hand. Unrest and dissatisfaction 
stirred the people. They wanted something 
different; anything that promised relief from 
present conditions. Mussolini had the pres- 
ence of mind to seize this dissension to draw 
to himself a following that was to push him 
to the very top. On March 23rd, 1919, he 
founded the first unit to combat Communism 
—his famous Italian Fascisti of Combat. At 
this time Mars had progressed to the semi- 
sextile the Sun, while Mercury was square 
to Mars p, giving him extremely combative 
ideas. 

In 1919, Mussolini felt the time was at hand 
for the Black Shirts to test their strength. 
That year saw greater efforts made than ever 
before to unify the Party. The plan was 
to “secure the controlling Italian Chamber 
votes in the November election. Hopes rose 
high as the time drew near. Nothing had 
beer left undone that could further the 
cause. But before the elections took place, 
there occurred a slight incident that was to 
presage their outcome. 

On October 10th, the Duce attended an 
important Fascist meeting in Rome. After 
a successful day, he, with three others, left 
to drive home by auto. The car, driven at 
top speed, crashed en route into the closed 
iron gates of a railway crossing. The other 
members of the party were seriously injured, 
but Mussolini escaped with slight bruises. 
Five weeks later, under the same force of 
Mercury square Mars, the Fascists experi- 
enced a national set-back by failing uncon- 
ditionally to attain their objectives. Not one 
of their candidates, not even the Chief him-. 
self, was elected to the Chamber. However, 
the integral strength of the Party was in no 
way materially lessened. 

The Black Shirt failure of November 16th 
did not end the dissension in Italy. Con- 
troversy continued more bitterly than ever 
before, the chief bone of contention being 
the aviation question. The Government had 
undertaken the scrapping of all Army planes; 
commercial flying was greatly discouraged. 
Mussolini is nothing if not a good press 
agent. Here, coming most opportunely while 
the force of the Mercury-square-Mars was 
still in orb, was the chance for which he 
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had been seeking. Here’ was an oppor- 
tunity, already created, which he so charac- 
teristically could: use as a lever to advance 
himself. This. was government legislature 
unsatisfactory to the majority of the people. 
With cat-like agility, the Fascist leader 
pounced upon the issue and sky-rocketed 
it into a position of national importance. 
With every. power at his command, he 
stressed the importance of aviation as the 
keynote of Italy’s ultimate survival. The 
Popolo d’Italia carried on open warfare, edi- 
torially at least, with the Government over 
the problem. At every opportunity Mussolini 
orated against the measure, and, to add addi- 
tional impetus, even learned to fly himself. 
Neptune ruling aviation, we should expect 
the trine of Uranus to Neptune to make him 
interested in flying. To his efforts, Italy owes 
thanks today for her magnificent air force. 

All the publicity over the question accom- 
plished what Mussolini had doubtless planned 
from the start. Fascism- and Aviation-sur- 
vival became linked together in the minds 
of the people as a whole. From that time 
on, the growth of the party was swift and 
sure. By 1921, Communist domination in 
Northern Italy was at an end. The elections 
of 1921 presented a far different picture from 
those of 1919, a picture well marked by 
Fascist colors. Mercury, ruling the M.C. 
(station and honor), was at that time trine 
Saturn p and the Moon. This year, 1921, 
Mussolini: and his adherents gained a large 
plurality in the Chamber. 

Il Duce’s Sun was approaching the square 
to Mars; so we could expect some ‘violent 
action to take place. Mercury was trine the 
Moon (common people), giving him the sup- 
port of the populace. At this time he led 
the famous march on Rome, seized control 
of the government, and was appointed 
Premier by the King. 

To borrow a currently popular phrase, 
“Time marches on.” Not once did the 
Fascist political machinery suffer any serious 
disturbance, but physical machinery can 
Stand only so much. In February, 1925, Mus- 
solini was taken seriously ill. The indomi- 
table will that had carried him safely through 
various barrages of assassins’ bullets failed 
him under Venus square Mars, and he was 
confined to his bed for over a month. The 
next year, 1926, was a year of which to be 
proud. More and* more financial progress 
was made, with the reestablishment of the 
lira on a gold basis. Sun (ruling gold) was 
sextile Jupiter, ruler of house of finances 
(2nd), during this period; Jupiter favored 
business expansion. 





A Banner Year 


In 1929, with Sun :conjunction Uranus and’ 
trine Neptune, and Venus sextile the planet 
of religion (Jupiter), was another banner 
year. At this time definite steps were taken 
to end the ‘sixty-year-old quarrel between 
the government and the Vatican. In 1931, 
with Sun conjunction his progressed Uranus 
and Mercury square Jupiter, the Catholic 
Church agreed to withdraw completely from - 
political activity, leaving to Mussolini even 
more power and authority (Uranus in house 
of authority). Public works of various kinds 
were pushed extensively, reclamation of the 
Pontine Marshes being one’ of the largest 
tasks. The Fascist stamp of reform within 
the Italian boundaries was well defined, but 
all this regimentation did not provide Italy 
with the raw material needed by her forty- 
one million sons and daughters. Apparently - 
for this problem there was only one solu- 
tion: more colonies. 

Mussolini bided his time until, under Sun 
conjunction Venus in the house of business 
(10th), he went in for business improvement 
by expanding his empire. As Mars was then 
semi-square Pluto, he took what he wanted 
by force, the favorable influence of Venus 
insuring the success of the venture. So 
Ethiopia was annexed, the threats and ap- 
peals of the League of Nations, whose oppo- 
sition was indicated by the Mars semi- 
square Pluto (group activity), going un- 
heeded. Here again Il Duce proved his abil- 
ity as a leader in that he accuratély gauged 
the length to which the League would or 
would not go in its effort to stop him. 

While Ethiopia was being digested, he was 
more inclined to strengthen Italy’s position 
through alliances and pacts. Mars having 
then passed the affliction to Pluto, the im- 
petus for open warfare waned. The Sun- 
Venus conjunction remained in orb until 
the middle of 1940, indicating an increased 
interest in the ‘expansion of business under- 
takings during that period (1935 to 1940 in- 
clusive). Therefore, most of the energy of 
Italy was devoted to trade and commerce, 
and to the building of her industries. Yet 
as Mercury was square to Venus, ruling the 
cusp of the house of war (7th), he would 
not permit himself to be crowded. Like 
Japan’s Hirohito, Mussolini was ever ready 
to fight rather than to relinquish safety, ter- 
ritory, or prestige. And with that affliction 
to the seventh house it was not surprising 
that his relations with other powers were 
inharmonious. Albania was taken over in 
order to perfect the defense of Italy, while 
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a. great clamor. was raised over the Italian 
minority rights in foreign countriés, and more 
“and-more pressure was exerted to obtain a 
representative voice in the Suez canal. 

Increased activity in commercial affairs 
was to be .expected during 1938 and - 1939. 
The Sun had moved forward to the -sextile 
of progressed Jupiter, indicating business 
expansion on.a huge scale.. Venus also made 
the sextile to Jupiter, bringing additional 
energy to this planet of finance and business. 
As both Venus and Jupiter. are so harmoni- 
ously placed in his birth-chart, we could 
well have expected this to be a very bene- 
ficial period for Italy as a whole. 

The period immediately following this, 
from about June, 1939, to the end of 1941, 
was and is colored by the progressed Sun 
in trine to Pluto. Fascism, which Mussolini 
leads, is a dictatorship by the Plutocracy. 
The trine is a luck aspect. Thus we could 
expect the activity of other countries (Pluto 
in 7th) to afford the luck factor to push 
Italy into a_ position of prime importance. 
The: Hitler-Mussolini pact and the visits of 
these leaders are better understood when 
we remember that Pluto is the planet of co- 
operation and of coercion. Mussolini has 
used, and will continue to use, his unique 
position as a most desirable ally, to apply 
Pluto pressure to gain every last possible 
advantage from any direction. 

At this same time Mars, the war planet, 
has been making the prominence (conjunc- 
tion) aspect with Jupiter, which is in the 
house of debts and rules the house of money. 
This intensified the desire for expansion and 
gave a very aggressive attempt to gain com- 
mercial advantages. However, we could be 
sure—because those things in which Mars 
takes part come only through strife and be- 
cause Pluto tends to stir up opposing groups 
—that the plans for financial and commercial 
expansion would be violently opposed by 
other nations. 

The Fascist Plan has been formulated. The 
skillful piloting by Il Duce has focused the 
attention of the whole world upon Italy. The 
power of that nation, already expanding by 
leaps and bounds, will be tremendously in- 
creased, if, as seems likely, this plan can be 
carried into execution. It will be opposed 
even as was his Ethiopian venture; but he 
will proceed in spite of that opposition, and 
its success will place Italy well toward the 
top among world powers. 

The war-like aspects move out of orb by 
the first of 1941. (This article was written in 
May 1940.) No doubt the summer of 1940 is 
the critical period, especially during June and 


July, when. his major progressed -Moon is 
aspecting Mars. His progressed Sun: remains 
trine Pluto until the first of 1942; promising 
that -he will continue to gain privileges-and 
power by -use of’ pressure. 

Progressed ‘Mercury ‘turns retrograde this 
year. It is sesqui-square Saturn and is moy- 
ing to the square-of his birth-chart Venus, 
an aspect which will be perfect in 1943. 
Here we have a retrenching of power—mak- 
ing secure the advantages gained. Benito no 
longer is the impulsive fire-eater of his youth, 
The angular Saturn: gradually has become 
more and more apparent in his actions. Un- 
der this. Mercury aspect, the Safety Urges 
will be unusually prominent. Mussolini also 
has progressed Venus square Neptune in 
1943, and Mars will be sextile Uranus and 
Neptune. There will thus continue to be’ 
difficulties to be met, if, Italy is to retain her 
place in the sun. From a personal stand- 
point, these aspects may affect his health. 

His chart is that of a natural ruler of men, 
with the keen foresight and shrewdness 
needed to direct his country’s energy into 
the proper channels at the right time. Italy 
is fortunate in having a man with such a 
harmonious chart at the helm of the ship 
of state in these troublesome times. Musso- 
lini has the power to advance the people of 
Italy to a position second to none. His work 
can be such as finally to realize the higher 
significance of his rising decanate, ATTAIN- 
MENT. Or he can, as he will be sorely 
tempted to do, sacrifice himself for greedy 
ambition and self-aggrandizement. The stars 
impel; they do not compel. His is the power 
and energy to use; the result depends wholly 
upon how he prefers to use it.

ANSWER: The chart generally in use for 
England is erected for December 25, 1066. 
It is true that this chart can only be progressed 
accurately by calculations based on astronomi- 
cal tables; however, the transits over the im- 
portant points in this chart should produce 
effective results. 
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Coronation of William the Conqueror

King George acceded to the throne of the 
British Empire on December 12, 1936. 

There are a number of dates which could 
be used for Canada—the most important one 
was July 1, 1867, when “The British North 
America Act” came into effect by royal 
proclamation. The province of Manitoba was 
admitted into the confederation on July 15, 
1870. On July 20, 1871 the province of British 
Columbia was admitted and Prince Edward 
Island July 1, 1873. The provinces of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan were admitted on September 
1, 1905. I should think the first date would 
be the chart of the Dominion; the other dates 
could be used for charts. of the provinces.

EARL BROWDER 
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Earl Browder 
May 20, 1891 
To the Editor: 


Herewith is a solar map of Earl Browder, 
official mouthpiece of Moscow, director of 
Communistic activities in U. S. A., taken from 
data made public by newspapers. At this 
writing, he is held by the Federal Govern- 
ment on a charge of passport forgery. This 
piece of subtlety, often resorted to by sub- 
versive heads, could conceivably be denoted 
by Browder’s Sun applying to a conjunct 
of Neptune in Gemini—and by strong Nep- 
tunian activity in general. Neptune is the 
planetary patron saint of Communism; and, 
in Browder’s solar figure, it squares Jupiter 
in Pisces and Saturn in Virgo—leaving Sagit- 
tarius, the sign coénnected with foreign ac- 
tivities, propaganda, legal affairs, etc., empty 
—except for the presence of the Dragon’s 
Tail. This Neptunian T-cross, working 
through the chart of the U. S. Communist 


chieftain, could well be a valid indice to the 
intrinsic worth: (?) of- Communism in this 
country. 

Jupiter afflicted by Saturn and Neptune 
often has a distinctly warped side, an open - 
contempt for conventional law and religion, 
and often leads to treachery, intrigue- and 
conspiracy, and hidden dangers which are 
often concealed below the surface until too 
late to apprehend. Located in Pisces (Nep- 
tune’s sign), it may explain the serpentine, 
surreptitious inroads Communism has been 
making into the social body of this land. 

Now that Browder is apprehended by the 
Law and incarcerated for the time being, it 
is significant that his personal reaction to his 
lot is typically Neptunian—passive, non- 
resistant, martyr-like—quite contrasted to the 
violent reactions of Fritz Kuhn, official

Though on the surface they appear mild, 
submissive, harmless, these Neptunian-Com- 
munistic forces may be likened to a slumber- 
ing volcano. ...

Here is my viewpoint: at the exact moment 
of birth, the initial pattern of life is imprinted 
on the soul by planetary vibrations prevalent 
in the ether. By mapping a chart of the 
heavens at this time we arrive at the Natal 
Chart. This chart shows many things, some 
of them clearly and others so complicated by 
a multitude of concentrating aspects that 
delineations are hard. You see? The truth 
is in the’chart, but the insight of the chart 
reader may be weak or strong, depending 
upon many factors, 

In every chart, after observing events in 
the life of its owner, one arrives at the 
native’s characteristic reaction to life. ,Due 
to Progression of the Planets and Cusps of 
Houses, and impingement of planets by 
Transit, this characteristic reaction to situa- 
tions evolves and charges.

I am not afraid to make definite predic- 
tions about the future.

ANSWER: With reference to keywords: 
Our explanation of symbols which appeared in 
our February, 1936 issue of AMERICAN ASTROL- 
ocy MAGAZINE and which has been reproduced 
and is included in our 1940 and 1941 Astrologi- 
cal Ephemeris and Aspectarian contains key- 
words for each of the planets and aspects. 

I note that you have included in your list 
suggestions for keywords for specific planetary 
relationships, such as Mercury square Sun, op- 
position Sun, etc. It is understood, of course, 
that such aspects refer to a relationship be- 
tween the transiting Mercury or Sun and the 
radical Mercury or Sun, since the Geocentric 
position of Mercury in an individual chart can 
never oppose that of the Sun. 

Some years ago I prepared such a list in 
part, as follows:

However, I have never been able to 
find anything in astronomical literature about 
any such dark moon, so that unfortunately, 
there is nothing that I can possibly say. The 
only notices that I have ever seen are in 
our astrological magazine together with letters 
asking about it or giving additional data. These 
are the only references that I have. I noticed 
in those references that all the observations 
were made between some year in the 18th 
century up to a time a number of years back 
from the present. 

There is an asteroid or minor planet, No. 
1181, which beside this number goes by the 
name of Lilith. It is very faint, of magnitude 
14.1, and of course is not a dark body but 
shines by reflected light like the earth, but 
can be seen only in a telescope. I do not 
know what other information I can give.

Several of the members of our group have 
been endeavoring to find some means by 
which to portray more definitely the possi- 
bilities of planetary influences in Mundane 
Astrology. With changes and shiftings being 
so very rapidly made, particularly in the 
European situation, it is quite evident that 
Astrology in the mundane division is lack- 
ing in some manner in the timing of events 
to take place.

At the present time there are two dates of 
particular interest.

What implications can be found in the 
Treaty chart? First and foremost, the pat- 
tern of all planets in the western hemisphere 
gives us a title, “A Treaty of Expediency.” 
Mercury, ruler of the 7th House of Partners 
and Contracts stands in the MC, supported 
by a sextile from the ruler of the MC, 
Venus—a favorable enough indication, but 
—how about Jupiter and Saturn, rulers of 


the ascendant, placed in the 4th House, the 
ultimate end of the matter, both retrograde 
and receiving the impact of the culminating 
squares from the 8th House Moon, one of the 
rulers of the 7th House? Someone has a bag 
of unexpected tricks up his sleeve—one of 
the Unholy Alliance members or an open 
enemy—whose methods are not open in the 
least. 

A real clue is to be gained from the degree 
symbols, every one of which brand the 
whole affair as an effort to make an im- 
pression—lots of fanfare. but much ado about 
nothing. As an example, the ascending 
degree reads: “A CHILD AND A DOG ARE 
HAVING JUST ALL THE FUN IN THE 
WORLD, GRAVELY ATTENDING TO 
THINGS IN BORROWED GLASSES,” and 
the symbol of the Part of Fortune is: “IN 
AN ALLEGORICAL REPRESENTATION 
AN EAGLE AND A LARGE WHITE DOVE 
ARE REVEALED CONSTANTLY CHANG- 
ING INTO EACH OTHER.” Fortuna’s posi- 
tion in the 10th House is sufficient indication 
that the “show” is the thing. 

One of the curious things about the picture 
is the ascendant in the Treaty chart placed 
directly on Hirohito’s ascendant, squared by 
the Mars-Neptune conjunction in the 9th 
House. Is Japan over-ambitious to play a 
world role—and over-optimistic about her 
ability to back up words with deeds? Hitler's 
ascendant on the MC of course shows who 
is boss, but the retrograde planets in the 
4th are on his Mars-Venus—and he has siill 
to get by the squares from the Muon. Maybe 
we should not take the whole thing so seri- 
ously!

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WATCH FOR THE COMET 


The new comet, discovered at Harvard 

- Observatory on September 5th by Leland E. 
Cunningham is arousing the interest of the 
layman as well as that of the amateur 
astronomer, due to the early reports that it 
would rival the brilliance of Halley’s Comet 
which flashed through the heavens in 1910. 
At the present time, astronomers are not quite 
sure just how bright the comet will be in 
January when it will be nearest to the earth, 
although they are in general agreement that 
Cunningham’s Comet will be “quite bright.” 


The influence of comets from the astro- 
logical viewpoint is vague at best, yet there 
seems to be no reason why this sort of celes- 
tial phenomena should be ruled out of astro- 
logical interpretation. During December the 
new comet will travel southward through the 
constellations Vulpecula, Sagitta and Aquila, 
moving roughly from 0° Aquarius to 28° 
Capricorn. 


Cunningham’s Comet will become visib!- 
to the naked eye in December, reach its maxi- 
mum brilliance in January and will con- 
tinue visible during February. In December 
the comet will rise in the eastern horizon at 
around 5:30 A.M. and will travel quite close 
to the Sun, which may make it more diffi- 
cult to see, although Halley’s Comet was so 
bright in 1910 that for a time it could be seen 
in full daylight near the Sun with the un- 
aided eye. 


Two other comets have recently been dis- 
covered, both of lesser brilliance than that 
discovered by Cunningham: Comet Whipple, 
discovered at Harvard, and Comet Okabayasi, 
discovered at Tokyo. The January issue of 
AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE will carry a 
diagram which will give the layman a clue 
for finding these comets in the sky and more 
exact information on the path of the comet 
through the Zodiacal signs.

ITER and Saturn constitute the depart- 
ment of planetary activity which conve- 
niently identifies itself as “soul.” Jupiter, 
the positive member, takes the keyword 
breadth. Saturn, the negative member, takes 
the keyword depth. 

These two bodies create a category of 
planets easily seen by the naked eye, but 
without orbits made significant by a po- 
sition adjacent to the sun or earth. The 
original Chaldean classification of the planets 
left these two to constitute a residual pair 
out of the seven, and in a simple expression 
of insight they were assigned to those de- 
tails of life loosely’ comprised in the term 
“remote,” or conveniently classified in terms 
of an “inner life.” 

The easiest way to describe the nature of 
these two “soul” planets is to say that Jupi- 
ter indicates the act by which the soul 
enters any given experience of reality, and 
that Saturn reveals the process by which it 
draws back into itself for the purpose of 
working the fruits of its experience into the 
fibre of its own being. This can be expanded 
from another point of view, although with 
more suggestive than immediate or literal 
value. The language of modern occultism in 
general is grounded in the metaphysics of 
the East, with all human experience dia- 
grammed in a pattern of reincarnation, and 
astrology has largely inherited this point of 
view. If this theory be accepted as a sym- 
bolical means for dramatizing human values, 
Jupiter can be said to describe the entrance 
of the soul into any given phase of expe- 
rience, and Saturn its completion of some 
aspect of existence in the same fashion. This 
makes Jupiter much like Mars, and Saturn 
much like Venus, except that Jupiter and 
Saturn represent beginning and ending in 
the subjective rather than objective context 
of experience.

XI. THE DEPARTMENTS OF SOUL AND SOCIETY 


Marc Edmund Jones 


Jupiter rules birth, and Saturn indicates 
death. Thus Jupiter describes the early unfold- 
ment of selfhood and Saturn the maturity and 
declining years of life, as these two phases are 
marked in a characteristic mode and act of co- 
operation with others. Conversely, and al- 
most paradoxically, Saturn rules the early 
experience which is completely under the 
domination of others, and Jupiter indicates 
maturity or the experience wholly under the 
direction of self, because in the first instance 
the end of act or withdrawal from given 
experience is predetermined by outside 
agency, and in the latter case the self is con- 
tinally present in its action and the fact of 
subjective beginning is prolonged in a con- 
tinuous self-discovery. A useful distinction 
is that Jupiter represents. the ramification 
of consciousness in experience, as against the 
mere activity indicated by Mars, and that 
Saturn rules the gaining of a true compre- 
hension or realization out of experience, in 
contrast with the surface consummation ruled 
by Venus. 

Jupiter is not only like Mars in terms of 
a special kind of difference, but also is linked 
to the sun in the same common manifesta- 
tion of a positive role. Both of these are dis- 
tinguished from Mars in their lack of defi- 
nite concern with superficial affairs. The sun 
reveals the outreach of selfhood in a basi- 
cally subjective fashion, ever intent on itself, 
while Jupiter rules the objective outreach, 
with the self-intent-more consciously directed 
to some exterior reality. For practical pur- 
poses, what the sun indicates impersonally, 
Jupiter indicates personally. 


Jupiter 


Jupiter is the “great benefic” of traditional 
astrology, and it is regarded as the most 
fortunate indicator in the chart. The planet 
has been likened to the policeman in the 
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sense that it was supposed to be always “on 
the: job” to. bring things into order and to 
take care of man’s best personal interests. 
As the great protector of men the planet 
becomes a sort of cosmic “Santa Claus.” The 
actual essence of Jupiter’s indication is that 
expansiveness by which the individual is 
able, in varying degrees, to come into his 
own. Because this is generally a pleasant 
sensation, the Jupiterian influence has been 
sought by men everywhere. Because the 
planet indicates initiation into new self-reali- 
zation, it frequently symbolizes the thrill in 
shaking off the shackles of limitation, and 
in achieving a genuinely fresh experience. 
Thus it indicates the fun or adventure of a 
first journey alone, or any initial indulgence 
in adulthood’s prerogatives such as a first 
smoke, drink or kiss, but at the same ‘time 
it also indicates these things when their re- 
sults are economically or morally against the 
interest of self, as in the case of prodigality 
and many forms of wantonness. The dis- 
tinction is not a “moral” one, as between 
things which are good or bad, but rather 
an indication of relative strength or weak- 
ness of “soul.” > 

Jupiter always rules that which expands 
the actual selfhood, and among other things 
it gives a clue to the tendency towards fleshi- 
ness and a proclivity to indulge the appetites 
which accentuates overweight. Most inci- 
sively the planet reveals the quickening of 
self to the possibilities of experience, hence 
the native’s capacity for a discrimination of 
good sense. Here is a quality often termed 
“spirituality,” especially when there is an 
assimilation of meaning to the planet from 
the ninth house. Ethical values, and other 
realities which might be termed “spiritual,” 
are indicated by Jupiter on the whole be- 
cause of the simple fact that the accepted 
“good” of life is commonly held in all true 
self-realization, or because its pursuit per- 
mits a greater and more normal self-expan- 
sion. An individual inclined to enter into 
destructive experience, or to be anarchistic 
or freakish in tastes and conduct, gains far 
less. gratuitous assistance from those about 
him. Things, in other words, are not good 
because Jupiter indicates or measures them, 
but because human society prefers them. 
The point is that immoral or amoral choice 
and acts are the result of weakness in char- 
acter relative to the norm of potentiality, 
and that wide cooperation with life and broad 
appreciation_of its values are an indication 
of strengthGn soul. This has been well dem- 
onstrated statistically, since practically all 





“good” things have a tendency to manifest 
themselves in positive correlation. 

Jupiter most primitively reveals the breadth 
of soul expression possible to an individual, 
and this is most readily evident in a desire 
to cooperate with the expansion or expan- 
siveness of others, as well as in a tendency 
to make direct contribution to everything 
generally held in high esteem by men. If 
in its weaker expression it tends toward self- 
indulgence, or a ramification of the soul’s 
effort into too private dimensions of self- 
expression, it shows high capacity for sacri- 
fice and exalted service of every kind when 
it is strongest. At both these extremes, and 
all the way between them, Jupiter indicates 
the doing of things with a purpose or in con- 
formity to an idea; that is, it acts out of some 
expression to itself of its own self-contain- 
ment, and in consequence it gives much indi- 
cation of the everyday intellectual capacity. 
An emphasis of this is sometimes made in 


. astrology by characterizing Mercury as 


“mind” and Jupiter as “insight” or “spiritual 
inspiration.” The keyword “breadth” ade- 
quately covers all the ideas involved, but 
it is well to realize that nothing comprised 
in the word is anything other- than that act- 
of-self in which the self brings more than 
itself with itself. 

Jupiter is preeminently the planet of so- 
cial indication. The obvious fact that con- 
scious man cannot exist in a vacuum has 
been emphasized. Everything he does’ as 
a real being on the conscious level’is a doing 
in cooperation with his group or race as a 
whole. Jupiter is the indicator of conscious- 
ness in general, It shows the act in which 
man, by acting, gives expression to his race, 
or to the smaller segment of some larger 
group, or to the totality of all his reality 
as he is able to visualize it in terms of natu- 
ral law or divinity. On the one hand, there- 
fore, Jupiter shows common sense, and on 
the other it measures the word of God. The 
planet indicates whatever there may be of 
a priestly function in individual act, and in 
this case an inadequacy will become mani- 
fest as smugness or bigotry. In a broad way 
Jupiter’s rulership may be summarized by 
identifying it as that unconditioned act by 
which man moves in life as a true adult, or 
by which he continues spiritually confident 
within himself. 


Saturn 


Saturn as the negative planet of soul has 
much greater concern than Jupiter with the 
great, broad, eternal and interior reality of 
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self. Its role has been symbolized in the fig- 
ure of the judge, to indicate final judgment 
on human acts, or ultimate equations of ef- 
fort, value and achievement. In this sense 
of final summation alone can Saturn have any 
legitimate association with time. It is th 
indicator of death, however, either as the 
literal termination of given existence or as the 
end of some particular cycle of experience. 

By extension of the idea, Saturn rules 
everything experienced as real beyond or 
through the focus of death, when “death” 
is taken in the broader sense. Any possi- 
bility of regeneration or rebirth out of one 
adverse set of circumstances into another 
one of greater promise is shown by this 
planet. It represents the type of activity 
which is usually as unpleasant as that of 
Jupiter is the reverse, so that Saturn in gen- 
eral indicates the point of suffering in the 
chart. This is perhaps its most important 
role in practical astrology. 

Thus Saturn is the point of illness and while 
this refers to a functional act rather than 
to any circumstantial state of affairs, none 
the less the consideration of Saturn is a defi- 
nite and striking key to the problem of 
health, much as Venus correspondingly is 
the leading clue to the broad financial situa- 
tion. Saturn indicates the consciousness of 
health or sickness in contrast with the sixth 
house as revealer of adjustment served by 
the physiological and psychological state of 
being. The common statement that Saturn, 
apart from all other considerations, will re- 
veal the part of the body most subject to 
breakdown, or definite illness, is an over- 
simplification that is not at all reliable. The 
planet gives a definite clue to the physical 
condition of the native, but only in general 
and as this is a matter of soul-withdrawal 
from some one phase of experience or spe- 
cial activity of being. 

The most valuable indication given by Sat- 
urn, in normal healthy cases, is the point 
of spiritual and psychological sensitiveness 
in the chart. It reveals the manner of func- 
tion in the soul’s retreat from any outworn 
phases of experience, and most of the time 

is is very smooth and little evident as 
more than mere “loss of interest.” At other 
times, however, and frequently in quite dra- 
matic fashion, the retreat is manifest in a 
distinct defeat, at the hands of circumstances, 
of some important attempted demonstration 
of self-potentialities. In such a case the 
event represents a distinct embarrassment, 
and offers real suffering in consciousness. If 
the situation is serious enough, there may be 
tragic concomitants, and these are indicated 


in the chart by Saturn. The withdrawal, or 
attempt to withdraw, is marked by the way 
the individual superficially seeks to cover or 
excuse himself, so that in this respect it 
represents every conscious and calculating 
deception or situation manipulation, such as 
attempting to pass the “blame” for something 
on someone else. Treachery and criminality 
come under this head, together with all 
escapism and underlying social rebellion or 
anti-social act. As far as anything of this 
sort becomes overt, Mars rules it, but Saturn 
is always its root in consciousness. Disap- 
pointment, disillusion and dissatisfaction are 
All phases of this aspect of the self’s retreat 
into itself. 

More constructively, what has just been 
put down is normal sensitiveness, and man’s 
high-strung and creative concentrations of 
consciousness,. Hence Saturn becomes “depth” 
as the tangible summarization of the end to 
which every detail of this functioning is 
directed. It indicates the highest possible 
refinement of sensibility, and the greatest 
possible degree of sympathy in the true 
meaning of that term as “fellow-suffering.” 
Saturn thus shows the real foundation for 
experience in a given chart, together with 
the full extent of resource in the spiritual 
roots of self. Saturn most simply indicates 
the possibilities of self-maturing in -each 
given life-situation, together with the ex- 
treme of concentration possible in any effort 
towards a given purposed objective in ex- 
istence. 


The Department of Society 


Uranus, Neptune and Pluto constitute the 
department of planetary activity which con- 
veniently identifies itself as “society.” Uranus, 
the positive member, takes the keyword inde- 
pendence. Neptune, the negative member, 
takes the keyword compulsion. Pluto, the 
intermediary member, takes the keyword 
focalization. 

These three planets are normally invisible 
to the naked eye, and they have been dis- 
covered since the principal development or 
perfection of astrological science. The basic 
theory behind the meanings established for 
them is that they must have a functional 
parallel, in their indication, with factors in 
racial history which have come into func- 
tional actuality more or less at the same time 
and under the same circumstances. This has 
been accomplished in literal and not alto- 
gether satisfactory fashion by assigning ru- 
lerships over specific activities and inventions 
unknown at the time the older books were 
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put together, such as telegraph, radio, air- 
travel and the like. At the same time they 
have been welcomed as a sort of catch-all 
for those things which astrologers with in- 
sufficient skills were unable to find in the 
chart with the other planets alone. As a 
result the real utilization of these planets 
has been rather recent, and there is naturally 
less general acceptance for their indications 
than in the case of the other bodies in use 
for some thousands of years. A reasonable 
consensus in general conception for their 
roles is gained through the empirical results 
from their employment over the past century, 
as these check satisfactorily against the theo- 
retical necessities comprising the whole astro- 
logical schematism. 

In general, with perhaps 1848 as the best 
approximation of a focal point in the world- 
wide transition, astrology faces a new type 
of human society. The characteristic of this 
new social order is a growing universal inter- 
dependence. Fundamental to the whole con- 
sideration is a recognition of two important 
facts, the oncoming of the machine age and 
the virtual disappearance of the world’s fron- 
tiers. Up to the Renaissance, in general, the 
ravages of war and pestilence upon the one 
hand, and the universal lack of sufficient 
food and other essential supplies for life 
itself, on the other, kept the human popu- 
lation down enough so that social groups 
could remain essentially primitive and dis- 
crete. There was a considerable measure 
of world-wide trade, but it consisted very 
largely of luxuries or articles of a. rather 
artificial and superimposed economy. With 
the expansion of the Renaissance, and the 
development of the machine, life was able 
to take on a larger dimension, and so work 
toward a greater unity. The coming of the 
machine age, however, radically redistrib- 
uted populations, built cities on an entirely 
new pattern, and recreated society in such 
a way that few if any units were self-suf- 
ficient in their literal land areas. However, 
as long as economic difficulties could be 
solved by the general expansion of social 
. dimensions, old modes of life could function, 
and they did so. For them the three-depart- 
ment or Chaldean astrology was wholly ade- 
quate. But with the exhaustion of possi- 
bility for a mere horizontal expansion, the 
pressures of society turned inward, and new 
patterns of living became necessary for the 
first time in the whole millennia of tradi- 
tional and recorded history. The three new 
planets have their major function in indi- 
cating the relations involved in these new 
necessities, which constitute the general prob- 








lem of “social'relations” and provide the basis 
for the new department. 

It is possible that the reader may not be 
familiar with the great transition coming to 
its climax in the nineteenth century, or that 
he may have a different interpretation of 
events than the one here presented. In such 
a case, for his own intellectual stability, he 
should examine the evidence. Curiously 
enough it begins with Plato’s “Republic,” 
which was epochal for its insight into the 
nature of social development, but it is not 
particularly necessary to go back of the im- 
portant pioneer works of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, of which the following should be con- 
sulted: Benedict, R., “Patterns of Culture;” 
Chase, Stuart, “Men & Machines;” Mumford, 
Lewis, “Technics & Civilization,” Mclver, R. 
“Society, Its Structure and Changes;” Ogburn, 
W., “Social Change;” Polakov, W. N., “The 
Power Age;” Randall, J. H., “The Making 
of the Modern Mind;” Sumner, W., “Folk- 
ways;” and Turner, F. J., “The Frontier in 
American History.” 

Uranus may be described most simply as 
that point in the chart where the individual 
is most free to express himself according to 
his private notions, and to have the maxi- 
mum cooperation or appreciation from his 
fellows in such deviate efforts. It is there- 
fore the point of originality, or independence, 
in any chart. Neptune can be described most 
simply by contrast as that point fn the horo- 
scope where the individual is most under 
necessity to do what the group as a whole 
wishes him to do, or where any extreme of 
cooperation and appreciation is demanded of 
him by other people in general. Pluto is 
the point in any astrological wheel where 
the individual is most affected by the group 
or race thinking, or is most stimulated as 
well as repressed by the impact of gen- 
eralizations arising outside his own experi- 
ence. It may best be seen as a sort of cosmic 
Mercury, indicating in. every respect on the 
larger scale, and in a universal dimension, 
what Mercury rules normally. Pluto can 
thus be identified most conveniently as the 
planet of the great “isms” by which men are 
welded into group actuality by the under- 
lying and unsuspected general orientation in 
their thinking. It is the great indicator of 
propaganda, whether conscious or uncon- 
scious and whether its fruits are good or bad. 


Uranus 


Uranus is the positive planet of social obli- 
gation or group opportunity, and it expresses 
the individual’s instinct to act for the group, 
in contrast with the act-of-self ruled by the 
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sun. Also it indicates the manner in which 


-he will start anything socially, compared with 


the individual actuation under Mars. It like- 
wise indicates the manner in which he will 
expand his own interests and cooperate in 
the expansion of others for strictly social 
purposes under definite social concepts, in 
distinction from Jupiter. Uranus is essentially 
a planet of deviation, but it is not original- 
ity in the sense of something merely novel 


to the given individual, which is under Mars.. 


It always rules that which is different and 
challenging to the entire context in which 
man acts socially; that by which he gives 
justification to himself in a definite contribu- 
tion to the existence of his fellows. Failure 
to make this distinction will reduce Uranus 
to no more than another Mars, 

Uranus indicates the new and original 
facets of group activity consequent upon the 
evolution of a “spiritual” or interdependent 
society, but only at the stage where these 
are still a novelty to men in general. The 
first necessity of interdependence in social 
institutions is the continual emphasis at inter- 
dependence as such, and in consequence 
Uranus indicates large-scale ideals and 
schemes when these are brought to a point 
of action. Thus any particular utopian proj- 
ect is indicated by Uranus. There were 
utopias in past history, of course, but only 
in literary form or as carried out in some 
part of absolute rulers. The new or Uranus 
factor is the continual building of men’ to- 
gether in joint effort which is directly addi- 
tional to life necessities, although ultimately 
becoming a true essential to existence. 

Uranus is a normal planet in every respect, 
and the beginning of any new outreach into 
broad and more theoretical or artificial di- 
mensions of existence is founded in the regu- 
larity of touch with ordinary being. Nep- 
tune, by contrast, begins to be strikingly 
exceptional in its heavenly situation and op- 
eration. Its orbit does not conform ta the 
regular “law” of the astronomer J. E. Bode, 
an empirical statement which almost exactly 
approximates the,position of all the other 
planets. Its axis has revolved more than 180° 
in arc compared with the others, so that it 
seems to rotate in the opposite direction. 
Pluto is also irregular, sharing unusual ec- 
centricity of orbit with Mercury, but offering 
proper conformity. to Bode’s law. Further 
deviations from expectations seem well sub- 
stantiated, and in consequence the sequen- 
tial development .of meaning through these 
last three planets of present knowledge is 
a move from lesser to greater deviation. 
This means that a larger dimension of pro- 





gressively developing freedom is somehow 
mixed up with the cosmic orderliness in a 
dimensional increase of measurement for 
man’s experience. 


Neptune 


Neptune indicates the negative factor in 
man’s purely social relations, or reveals his 
fundamental bondage to larger necesSities as 
the price for any enlargement in his social 
liberty. The planet, in any chart, shows the 
point where the individual is most definitely 
“brought up short” whenever he fails to 
respond to opportunities for a larger mode 
of being. This means that here he finds his 
strength dissipated. His feelings are confused 
and the whole aspect of his personal affairs 
are hampered at this point by any develop- 
ment of larger realities about him. Neptune 
reveals how he is made sensitive to group 
values in the same way that under Saturn 
he becomes sensitive to personal values. Nep- 
tune shows the situation under which he may 
find himself conscripted, almost against his 
will; to the task of supporting or enlarging 
broad social realities which to him as an 
individual may seem inconsequential and un- 
real because of their remoteness. Here is 
that point in the chart where the personality 
finds itself under obligation. to alien ways 
of action in the form of a compelled atten- 
tion to the intricacy of social organization. 

Neptune indicates the larger or social de- 
spair of the individual when he cannot rise 
to the full significance of his culture, to- 
gether with any ultimately self-destructive 
tendency to resjst these compulsions upon 
him. More constructively, especially in the 
instance of someone who is able to make 
a creative contribution to life, Neptune sig- 
nifies the higher group intuitions, or the 
social wisdom which enables the native to 
capitalize on his place in the scheme of 
things. 


Pluto 


Pluto indicates the basic communication or 
distribution of social actualities of function 
and in consequence is useful in the individual’ 
chart as a clue to the native’s conscious 
quickening to his group’s needs and dangers. 
Where the individual capacity for social in- 
sight is inadequate, the testimony is to a 
general disconnection from events and hence 
an inclination to be involved in some wholly 
wrong direction of. effort. When there is 
cooperation with the larger tendency of gen- 
eral social unfoldment, the being is moved 
strikingly and continually toward genuine

ternal sense. Given 
Saturn here at birth, 
the battle line between arrogance on the one 
hand and patience and perseverance on the 
other are bound to be sharply drawn from 
the first moment of conflict. What would 
really appear to be proposed is the neéces- 
sarily melancholy environment consequent 
upon the successful pursuit of personal inde- 
pendence, power and authority, for the mun- 
dane goal of Saturn in the Sign of the Sea- 
Goat is the gratification of ambition, Saturn 


Lord of Tithes exacts 
one hundred per cent interest payable on 
demand! These natives should keep to a 
rigorous budget and never take away what 
they find themselves unable to pay for cash 
down on the barrel head. And this is true 
not only financially speaking, but in every 
other way as well. 

Due to the peculiar mundane quality of 
Saturn’s vibration in Capricorn as much as 
to the ambition he inspires, he may aptly 
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be compared to Satan tempting Christ with 
temporal affluence and dominion at a price. 
The Lord of this "World enthroned upon “an 
exceeding high mountain” (Capricorn, the 
rugged peaks of Earth symbolically consid- 
ered) said unto Him: “ ‘All these things will 
I give unto Thee, if Thou wilt fall down and 
worship me.’ Then said He unto him, ‘Get 
thee hence, Satan: for it is written, Thou shalt 
worship the Lord thy God, and Him only 
shalt thou serve.’” (Matthew: IV, 9-11.) 


Everything Has Its Price 


I have said that Saturn in Caper generally 
accords his natives a certain degree of inde- 
pendence, power and authority along with 
a thirst to succeed according to their walk 
in life. These people work hard to rise in 
life by the employment of tact, diplomacy, 
patience and persistence. As if to compen- 
sate, however, for any mundane success they 
may at length achieve and as a sort of quid 
pro quo—for everything has its price—there 
is an unusual degree of melancholy seem- 
ingly -attached to this planetary position, a 
streak of seriousness and apprehension, of 
caution, suspicion and a deep discontent, that 
have become as much the birthmark of Sat- 
urn here as have those allied qualities of 
deep thinking, good reasoning and a grave 
and somewhat reserved demeanor. Naturally, 
under any strong affliction on the part of the 
other planets in the Scheme, the more de- 
sirable qualities will be less apparent while 
the negative attributes will undoubtedly be- 
come stressed, as has ever been the way 
upon the plane of being in a world where 
evil generally triumphs at the expense of 
good. Loneliness and, too, a certain isolation 
mark this location of Saturn, along with a 
certain liability to inferior attachments, often 
sorrow through marriage and domestic af- 
fairs, unreliable friendships, a general sense 
of dissatisfaction or repression coupled to a 
restricted sense of enjoyment or of free- 
dom, are among the more frequent accom- 
paniments of this planetary position when 
under affliction. And so we are made to see 
that everything has a price, that every privi- 
lege and advantage whatsoever insistently 
demands payment in kind, which payment 
there are none who can hope to escape. The 
more mundane and materialistic one’s de- 
sires, the higher is the compensation de- 
manded—whether this be on the physical, 
the mental or’ the spiritual planes it mat- 
ters not. There is this difference, however, 
that the spiritual level is the very first to be 
Zn upon, next the’mental, lastly the phys- 
ical. 





Just remember that God will give you any- 
thing: position, riches, earthly love and affec- 
tion, health, knowledge, whatsoever you will 
of any or all of these and more, provided 
you are willing to pay the price the posses- 
sion of them demands, It is just the same 
whether you will, for otherwise you will 
have to, since there is no escaping the Tax- 
Gatherer (Saturn) when he finally appears 
to present his bill. Happy is he who, like 
Solomon, prays for Wisdom, “wherefore all 
other things were added unto him.” 

Wisdom is like unto Pegasus, the winged 
horse that carried Bellerophon through the 
air to the conquest of the Chimaera (igno- 
rance bred of materialistic concepts and am- 
bitions). It was only when, owing to pride 
and presumption, the son of Glaucus at- 
tempted to scale the very heights of heaven 
itself, that Jove (Jupiter) sent the gadfly 
that, stinging Pegasus, caused the winged 
steed to throw his rider to earth where he 
perished miserably. Spiritual pride is thus 
seen to be worse even than the love of mun- 
dane distinction. Saturn in Caper may thus 
be likened to Bellerophon astride Pegasus: 
he indeed rose, but-he also fell. 


Two Modes of Success 


Depending a great deal upon how he is 
aspected in the Geniture, Saturn in Capri- 
corn may work in either one of two ways: 
(1) he may make for ultimate success after 
delays or repeated failures, or (2) for tem- 
porary success followed by failure; either 
of these varieties of success are necessarily 
dependent upon the native’s spirito-mental 
level of evolution, which again resolves itself 
down to a matter of precisely how Saturn 
is configurated at birth. Can one step out- 
side the confines of their planets at birth, 
even ever so little? Yes, though positively 
not unless they take themselves to task 
and, by virtue of endlessly determined effort, 
“rule” their stars instead of permitting these 
instinctual vibrations (natural or unredeemed 
personal reactions) to rule them—in most 
cases a task involving an intelligent use of 
the will power over a very long period of 
time, of years in fact. 


An Afflicted Saturn 


An afflicted Saturn in Capricorn is a very 
critical planetary position. Those born under 
its regency should ever be on the alert lest, 
having climbed the rungs of the social lad- 
der, they be discredited and hurled from the 
height they have attained with scarcely a 
moment’s notice. But for.a long, slow climb, 
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carefully watching one’s progress whilst re- 
vising one’s concepts rung by rung, there 
is hardly a more favorable planetary posi- 
tion in the entire circumference of the Zodiac. 
For Saturn is essentially dignified in this Sign 
wherein, if he be given half a chance and 
though he be only moderately well aspected, 
his tendency toward sterling honesty and 
integrity of purpose cannot fail to win the 
native a reward for virtuous actions duly 
performed. 

As in all cases, work with your Saturn 
(employment of wisdom founded upon ex- 
perience, whether your own or that of 
others; of that wisdom enshrined in the tes- 
taments of the saints and philosophers adown 
the ages), when you are bound to find that 
Saturn will work with you. Go blundering 
on despite the promptings of your conscience 
(Saturn again), and you will have all your 
pains for nothing, not to.mention a large 
deficit on hand which sooner or later you 
will be obliged to liquidate. Whence it 
comes that in spite of all obstacles of any 
mundane nature whatsoever, people with a 
well-aspected Saturn in Makara, by dint 
of determined effort, do achieve a large mea- 
sure of success, besides being highly esteemed 
by their contemporaries. On the other hand, 
when Saturn is afflicted here, any fundamen- 
tal integrity of purpose may be conspicuous 
by its very absence, with the result that the 
mind is gloomy, the viewpoint definitely pes- 
simistic, when not actually vitiated by bias 
and cunning, underhand methods of pro- 
cedure are habitually employed to the detri- 
ment of the native’s best interests, when it 
is only a question of time (Saturn) for the 
resultant sense of acute dissatisfaction (Sat- 
urn again) to develop into the many curious 
attributes of a diseased mind. 

These natives who have Saturn afflicted 
in Capricorn display a veritable passion for 
seizing upon sevére roles, while they may 
be unable to temper their severity with jus- 
tice. Great when it comes to meting out jus- 
tice, they may shrink whenever this same 
justice is applied to themselves. The word 
forgiveness is just not in their vocabulary. 
In their ambitious advance let them beware 
of setting fire to the country behind them 
lest they be forced to retreat through it 
again on their way back to their base of 
operations, there to begin all over again. 
Many a general has lived to regret this pro- 
cedure, notably Napoleon—and I suspect Hit- 
ler—among them!—both of whom have a 
Tenth-House Saturn comparable to Saturn 
when in Capricorn. These people are quite 
apt to forget that tomorrow is another day, 


and that just because the Sun rose in splen- 
dor this morning is no sign that a cloud- 
burst might not be on its way right this very 
minute! 

Let an afflicted Saturn in Capricorn learn, 
while still an apprentice in the school of 
adversity, just how best to manage success 
when it comes to him. For Saturn in the 
Sign of the Sea-Goat at birth might aptly 
be compared to the mule that kept Sancho 
Panza humbly in the wake of Don Quixote: 
his rider didn’t attack any windmills, but 
neither did he sustain any falls; and in the 
end he emerged with that credit due to the 
shrewd and wily observer, while the whilom 
knight of La Mancha “was an ass, died an 
ass, an ass was born.” 


Occupations 


As regards the occupations best adaptable 
to those with Saturn in this asterism at birth, 
when at all prominently configurated, he in- 
clines to the teaching profession, so also to 
the ministry, for this is the very Sign of 
the Priest. These natives tend largely to- 
ward specialization and froutine work 
wherein they appear to enjoy a great ca- 
pacity for detail. Real estate, the building 
trades, mining, farming, and even undertak- 
ing also claim large numbers of them. With 
the proper aspects from the Moon, Mercury 
and/or Uranus, people having this’ position 
of Saturn are mentally quite brilliant, shrewd 
and far-seeing. Adversely aspected to any 
notable degree, Saturn here makes for stub- 
bornness in a stupid, goatish sort of way, 
such afflicted Saturno-Capricornians being 
quite prone to run their head into nooses 
and to stumble hither and thither generally. 


Health 


In the matter of health, an afflicted Saturn 
in Capricorn causes chronic, lingering ail- 
ments as well as mental afflictions of the sort 
that often as not persuades toward suicide 
as an egress from the troubles that ensue 
as the result of manifold and stubbornly 
repeated mistakes. Bone diseases, broken 
bones or dislocations, diseases of the skin, 
rheumatism, defective or outright bad teeth 
also spring from Saturnian afflictions in this 
Sign; also all mental and nervous complica- 
tions that show a tendency to arise as the 
result of too serious attitudes coupled to 
intensive brooding have been traced to 4 
heavily afflicted Saturn in this fatalistically 
inclined asterism.

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Zodiacal Kinsmen 


A Study in Individuality 


I Part II. 


T may seem that I am a little too much 
in love with this thing called human-nature, 
in all its twelve varieties, and that I am 
inclined to see too much good in it. I ex- 
pect also to be called a hero+worshipper, 
and if a love for the “classic” virtues that 
have found expression in great men is hero- 
worshipping, then I plead guilty to that 
“weakness,” in common, I suspect with all 
of humanity that it is not ashamed to be 
itself. It makes little difference to me that 
in private and public life Francis Bacon pos- 
sessed many vices that, were I to spend 
too much time on them, might make me 
disdain him. Nor do I care that George 
Washington was not the “ideal character” 
we were taught to believe in at school. On 
the contrary, it is more comforting to dis- 
cover that it was really warm-blooded hu- 
man beings whose genius gave something to 
posterity to worship, and not statues. My 
point is this (and it is not at all original), 
that it was the best and the deepest in these 
men that lived after their vices had been 
buried with their bodies. It is the best and 
the deepest that is classic in human nature 
and gives us the comforting assurance that 
virtue will be perpetuated so long as man 
has the power to worship it in others. 

The pity of it is that one must wait until 
one is dead or famous before one is recog- 
nized as expressing any sort of an ideal 
or of having a “wholesomeness” beneath the 
shadow of one’s shortcomings. While it is 
true that there is a certain class of indi- 
vidual hopelessly labelled degenerate, beyond 
all repair, to whom only medical science 
can be of any use, it is becoming increas- 
ingly evident that many of the people called 
“bad” are merely mistaken or confused, 
sometimes by their environment, often by 
the complexities of their own instincts, more 
frequently because fhey are struggling be- 
tween a desire to have the things they have 
been denied and an urge to follow, not their 
own conscience, but the conscience they be- 
lieve is theirs because they do not know 
how they came by it. People are often 
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mean or wretched or bitter, too, because of 
their glands, and in some way or another 
these things are believed to be related, As- 
trologers are quite sure that they are. What 
is most amazing is that, in the face of all 
these possibilities, we continue to pass se- 
vere judgment on others. We can feel some 
sort of pity for degenerates; we have com- 
passion for “dead end kids” when their story 
is dramatically presented to us; but to recog- 
nize a similar struggle in the lives of ordi- 
nary human beings seems beyond our limit 
of endurance. We judge, and, unfortunately, 
try to make others conform with standards 
we ourselves have failed to examine with 
thoughtful independence. We boast of free- 
dom and democracy, and there are few of 
us who are not moral autocrats. 

I mention this because the same fault has 
poisoned the art of the astrologer. We have 
become preachers and advice-givers, impos- 
ing a way of life on people through our 
superior knowledge of what lies behind the 
scenes of their character and their destiny. 
We make them woefully conscious of weak- 
nesses in themselves and tell them to beware 
the treachery of their neighbor. We fill 
them with fear not so much of events as 
of themselves and the people with whom 
they associate. They become afraid of life, 
afraid to act lest they might make a mistake; 
life becomes filled with huge, abstract ogres 
in the guise of their “emotionalism” or their 
“over-generosity” or their “argumentative- 
ness.” As in the case of Calvinism, we try 
to make them “good” by making them live 
in fear of the consequences. No strong char- 
acter was ever built this way. 


Imposition of Mind 

The imposition of one mind_ upon another 
is one of the detriments to healthy mental 
development from which the modern system 
of education is trying to wrench itself free. 
It is not so much in the school or from the 
platform that one has to fear the influence 
of such imposition in our democratic world. © 
It is in ordinary human relationships that 
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imposition begins. When a Capricorn mother 
tries to bring up her child in accordance 
with the Capricorn pattern of human nature 
and that child happens to be a Leo, what 
can the result be but a thwarting of deep- 
seated, warm, expansive, self-expressive 
urges so that the child is constantly in a state 
of conflict between what it was naturally 
meant to be, and what authority, made more 
attractive by the bond of love, urges it to 
be? Unless the child is born with a sense 
of freedom bordering on rebellion, he is like- 
ly to carry with him to the end of his life 
inhibitions that obstruct his progress as a 
free and wholesome individual. He does not 
know how to “type” himself, what definite 
pattern to follow. He needs a concrete ex- 
ample to set fire to his imagination.. But 
how type him with a detailed horoscope? 
No two horoscopes are alike. Napoleon’s 
horoscope can never be duplicated, nor can 
Shakespeare’s. But the Leo in Napoleon can 
be duplicated and made a living ideal, as can 
the Taurus in Shakespeare. 

At some time or other someone acquainted 
with Astrology may have seen the thwarted 
Leo mentioned above and have said, “He 
doesn’t show any of the positive traits of 
his ‘Sun-sign; his other planets must have 
been influential in forming his personality.” 
Perhaps the observation was right in one 
sense, but in another sense it was distinctly 
wrong. The Leo attributes were there, too 
deep to be obvious, waiting for a chance 
to come to the surface and re-form his en- 
tire relationship to life. It has become the 
habit to speak of such cases as introversion 
(not so popular a term nowadays). We, in 
our efforts to explain reversions from type 
have used such expressions as “positive and 
negative” or “developed and undeveloped,” 
but in trying to help that person to under- 
stand himself we go the roundabout way. 
We are more concerned with telling him 
what he is like and of how to cope with 
the aspects of his chart than with showing 
him or suggesting to his imagination a clear 
ideal to follow. Because the Leo qualities 
are somewhat dimmed we set them aside and 
talk about the other phases of his person- 
ality. We do not often allude to a struggle 
in his nature between a Leo Sun and what 
might be Saturn on the Ascendant or a Moon 
square Saturn (to explain the thwartings of 
his nature by his mother’s ideals of char- 
acter) with the sole purpose of making him 
coordinate his forces into a consciousness of 
his Leo ideal. Bring to the native’s atten- 
tion the superficial characteristics of his “de- 
tailed” horoscope, and you only confuse or 


depress him. Present, instead, for simple 
recognition, the deep-seated ideal that has 
so long been in need of fostering, separating 
it from all the non-essentials that confuse 
him, and you have helped to set him free, 
A sudden flash of revelation in his eyes, a 
warm, eager response to. your words, a won- 
dering admiration for what he believes to be 
your profundity of astrological judgment, 
your shrewdness of insight, will be your proof 
that this is the “self,” however thwarted; 
that means everything to him. The com- 
plexes cease momentarily to be of any im- 
portance. You have reached the foundation 
of his nature. 

But how present this understanding of a 
sun-sign? What are its specific qualities; 
what its ideal? We have heard many, often 
conflicting, versions; some of them are fla- 
vored with the prejudices or limited psycho- 
logical knowledge of the wholly human, not 
infallible, astrologer of the past. Mr. Rudhyar 
once pointed out the need for a revaluation, 
in accordance with the recent developments 
in psychological understanding, of the terms 
used. We go on using them, however, some- 
times adding a little of what our own ex- 
perience with people has given us. We have 
no “Institute,” no “Academy,” either to reject 
or accept our findings and give the siftings 
the stamp of authority. 

The abstractions associated with a sign 
have stood the test of time, and if all the 
people in the world understood astrological 
terminology chart-interpretation would be a 
simple matter. The word “Saturn,” applied 
to the Capricorn native, would then conjure 
up in his mind the forces associated with 
that planet without need for further illumi- 
nation by means of more concrete, and often 
not accurate, terminology. 

Few people ever realize how little they 
have probed their sub-conscious nature or 
how little they know about the permanent 
strands of their character. But the major- 
ity of self-conscious, normally developed 
people have an ideal of character after which 
they instinctively try, successfully or other- 
wise, to fashion themselves. They can usu- 
ally describe their ideal. Often it finds em- 
bodiment in outside sources; often in liter- 
ature or art or politics. Objects of admiration 
and “preferences” are often conditioned by 
it. People seek to imitate it wherever they 
observe a suggestion of it in others, often 
unconsciously, sometimes, unfortunately, 
without completely understanding it. That 
ideal remains permanent in the character 
long after more transitory influences have 
done their work and gone their way. It is 
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only in so far as he falls short of his own 
ideal that man feels thwarted or inferior. 
To fall short of the ideal set for him by 
someone else may confuse or trouble him 
and divert him from his own self-assurance 
of “rightness” in the selection of his destiny, 
but to fulfill that ideal would not satisfy him; 
it has no real meaning to him. 

Most of us are in the habit of regarding 
ourselves, at some period in our life, as a 
“bundle of complexes.” We get to be rather 
fond of them, as representing something 
uniquely our own and as giving us what we 
think is an “interesting personality”; even 
our idiosyncrasies seem to have an air of 
virtue in our eyes, merely because they are 
ours. They are the mark, we imagine, of 
our individuality. But this view of ourselves 
is seldom an asset. It is much better to pen- 


_etrate further into the well-springs of our 


nature for the simpler version of ourselves. 
To know that simple forces motivate our 
most trivial as well as our most important 
actions, however indirectly, is to solve an in- 
finite number of problems. To recognize 
those identical forces working in another is 
to have made tremendous strides in the prob- 
lems of association. We are not robbed of 
our individuality by finding a resemblance 
between it and another’s. 

One of the tragic aspects of modern social 
life is that we are seldom, if ever, given the 
opportunity for explaining ourselves to 
others. We are called bores or egotists if 
we do, unless we havee reached. the public 
eye in other ways so that the searchlight 
of curiosity is turned on us. We are likely 
to take our psychological burdens to a pro- 
fessional trouble-solver, who will take a 
purely professional attitude. Often we are 
not gifted with the ability for putting our- 
selves accurately into words; we give a 
wrong impression and are misunderstood. 
The very necessity for using the first person 
singular makes us look self-absorbed, be- 
cause, momentarily, our interest is focused 
on ourselves. We find it difficult to explain 
that we are not always thus. 


Our highly organized system of living does © 


not make for quiet moments of self-examina- 
tion or of “confiding” in another on serious 
matters of thought or character. In the days 
of the candle and the lamp, the log fire and 
the carriage, when life moved at a slower 
pace, there was a very popular mode of self- 
expression called the “diary.” The diaries 
of famous men, such as Pepys and Evelyn, 
Thoreau and Rousseau, became masterpieces 










of literature, adding not only to the picture 
of their times but to humanity’s understand- 
ing of itself. Today we have little time for 
the projection of our thoughts in diary form 
and if diaries are written, it is often with 
the thought of best-selling possibilities in 
mind: They seldom constitute an expres- 
sion of the subjective life of the mind. In 
this era of experimental, unliterary litera- 
ture, much of which approaches the common- 
place as it gropes for new methods in an 
ever-advancing civilization, we have become 
a little self-conscious, almost afraid, of the 
personal pronoun “I.” Even in the expres- 
sion of a personal opinion we feel a little 
insecure unless several other people have 
given us a sense of security by expressing 
the same opinion before us. We can speak 
with self-confidence on behalf of a “group”; 
as much as psychologists have tried to heal 
the “ego” it was never so uncertain of itself 
as it is today, for the very reason that much 
of what is unimportant in the psychological 
make-up is being mistaken for the funda- 
mental and real. Yet one of the comfort- 
ing things about human nature is the fact 
that once a man has become sure of himself 
egotistically he immediately begins to for- 
get himself and find life a greater adven- 
ture in throwing himself into what is uni- 
versal. All great men who have really 
achieved success and recognition are unpre- 
tentious creatures; they no longer worry 
about the imperfections of their “ego”; they 
have found simplification in finding them- 
selves both human and divine. But they 
would never have achieved that state of con- 
sciousness had they not recognized the kin- 
ship between themselves and other “groups” 
of humanity. It was this self-conscious 
identification of themselves with a “type” 
or a “class” that .made them leaders in 
thought or creative activity. It was their 
sense of importance as such that gave them 
the courage and the stamina to express them- 
selves. I am not now referring to the “stream 
of consciousness” literature which, while it 
served its purpose as an impetus to expres- 
sion without hypocrisy, failed to discrimi- 
nate between what was fundamental and 
valuable in the consciousness and what was 
merely trivial and useless, This literature 
came out of the “eccentric” in character, not 
out of the “essential”; today there are signs 
of reaction against it, as sure in its pur- 
pose as the psychology of Jung is in its re- 
action against Freudian psychology. By such 
reaction is balanced growth achieved. 
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The world of literature and of philosophy 
and of biography is rich with the utterings 
of great men.’ Those of the world’s great 
and nearly great who expressed the truth 
as they saw it are judged, in posterity, by 
these creative or artistic efforts. They were 
artists or geniuses because. they expressed 
in zsthetic form the universal truth as they 
saw it in themselves and in life. They felt 
a unity and a harmony in the depths of 
their nature. They told of the state of con- 
flict through which they had to pass before 
they achieved that harmony. Trines of Venus, 
of Neptune or of Uranus; aspects to Mer- 
cury, to Saturn may have facilitated expres- 
sion; all the significant details of their chart 
may have helped or hindered them; squares 
may have fostered internal struggle that 
made for depth of consciousness—all these 
may be true. But still the “whole truth” 
could not have come from them. It must 
surely have come from the Sun. 

“My mind to me a kingdom is,” wrote Ten- 
nyson. How many of us feel that way? We 
are all curious about ourselves in relation 
to the objective phases of living; we like 
to have people analyze our emotions for us. 
But the joy that comes from the recognition 
of a constructive force within ourselves that 
resembles a greater force in the character 
of one who has contributed to the welfare 
and understanding of humanity is sometimes 
identical with genuine forgetfulness of self. 
There is no short cut to a higher life. The 
way is sometimes made easy by education, 
which enriches the mind, making it aware 
of subtleties that it might otherwise miss 
and strengthening and clarifying the sense 
of values. But to try, in imagination, to skip 
a few planes of consciousness is only to 
delude oneself into an escape from life or 
even into a state of hypocrisy that is seldom 
satisfactory to oneself. It is not living. Some 
may absorb life and respond to its deeper 
phases more readily than others; some are 
born with gifts of insight and inspiration 
not allotted to the many. We cannot all be 
geniuses. The ability to make use of expe- 
rience and talent is dependent on many fac- 
tors that are, it is true, to be found in the 
“individual horoscope.” But genius never- 
theless has a pattern; it is not as mysterious 
as we have always considered it to be. It 
represents a heightened, crystallized state of 
consciousness, a gathering together of forces 
that lie, slumbering perhaps, in the depths 
of every human being. 


There is, then, no better way of under- 
standing both ourselves and others than by 





examining the lives and philosophies of those 
who have been able to translate abstract 
forces into a living literature. The great 
uttered not alone for themselves but for all 
of us, and it is no mark of vanity or of de- 
lusion to find in oneself,a kinship with the 
great. Individuality is strengthened when 
it achieves its own recognition of “type”; 
it is stimulated to growth by suggestion or 
inspiration. A single line can sometimes 
shock the consciousness with revelation and 
quicken the whole process of living. It is 
then that human nature becomes productive, 
and though it may be true that there is noth- 
ing new under the sun, there are always 
new phases of old truths and the honest de- 
light of every newcomer in the field of cre- 
ative activity in presenting them to the 


“generations of which he is the representa- 


tive. There is, then, something “new,” some- 
thing of vital importance to mankind, in all 
of us. It is this “vitality” with which our 
future articles will be concerned.

Builds for the Future 


The spiritual fire of Sagittarius is such 
that we cannot bear it for long; but this cre- 
ative power always indicates that it will 
come again and again as it continues to 
build anew on higher ground. As Aries 
represents the ever-present Life Force of the 
Universe, and as Leo takes us back into the 
past and contains an ever-present imperish- 
able record of our actions, so Sagittarius 
builds for the future. Capacity for future 
action is released through the power of 
epigenesis (creating new and original values 
from old patterns) as man combines the fire 
of life (Aries) with the power of love (Leo) 
to bring into being future experiences (lives) 
through the reproductive fire of the spirit 
(Sagittarius). 

These elements are essentially spiritual 
and particularly creative because the signs 
involved are fiery masculine signs, Aries, 
Leo, and Sagittarius.- To illustrate the po- 
tential creative indications of each of these 
zodiacal hierarchies we have endeavored to 
use the very best chart for each individual 
article. Usually the best chart is found to 
be that of an individual of the same sex as 
the sign with which we are working, and 








this should be true; feminine characteristics 
would naturally express best through fem- 
inine signs and vica versa. However, in 
considering the strongest chart which would 
best illustrate Sagittarian creative qualities, 
we find our best example to be feminine; 
but the spiritual strength of this native 
Sagittarian far exceeds that of most every 
one else the writer has contacted. This in no 
sense of the word means that our example 
is better than anyone else, it merely indi- 
cates that greater attention has been directed, 
perhaps, to the spiritual side of her nature.

Our Example 


The planets in this chart are fairly well 
divided in the houses, or departments of life, 
and this permits wider interests and greater 
balance in life. The aspects that exist, how- 
ever, are exceptionally strong and each 
grouping governs a dominant expression that 
moves this individual in a very forceful man- 
ner. Perhaps it is not wise to say that 
Libra rising is forceful, as this sign on the 
Ascendant inclines one to accept conditions 
without exerting too much effort; but Sagit- 
tarians are free spirits and they only tolerate 
conditions so long. When our Sagittarian 
friend moves, you can be sure that she will 
clearly express her convictions in no uncer- 
tain terms. 

Mars, elevated and conjunct the Midheaven, 
exerts the principal dominant role in her 
life. There will be little standing still, no 
stagnation, not with the planet of energy 
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and activity directly focusing its powerful 
ray on the 10th House cusp. Mars, in this 
case, conjunct Neptune and in opposition to 
Jupiter, is in a position whereby a tremen- 
dous force is available and ready to be used; 
but the lack*of aspects (outside of the ones 
mentioned) may produce potential power 
of little value until it becomes directed into 
a proper channel. 

In most instances there will be sufficient 
force and energy to keep this person active 
and busy, either controlling or directing the 
results of this configuration. Action brings 
experience, and this element will be strongly 
noticed as her life advances. Mars also rules 
the 2nd and 7th Houses (Scorpio and Aries) 
in this chart, and personal liberty, financial 
matters, occult interests and partnership 
(marriage) concerns will play an important 
role in the martial intensity that dominates 
her life. Mars in Cancer likewise shows a 
tendency to irritating experiences in the 
home life (Cancer rules the home), and 
Mars, ruling the 7th House, clearly indi- 
cates that marriage and the marriage part- 
ner will be the greatest interest in life—also 
the point through which many of her les- 
sons will come. 

The opposition of Mars to Jupiter, as indi- 
cated in regard to this aspect in previous 
articles in this series, offers the opportunity 
of combining the elements indicated by the 
planets concerned. In this instance, success 
will follow the blending and utilization of 
wisdom and judgment in action. Not only 
for herself, but this same lesson applies to 
her marriage partner as well; for, after all, 
the chart shows both the action as applied 
to oneself and also the response generated 
(attracted) from another. 

Venus, the ruler of the Ascendant, is 
beautifully aspected with an exact sextile 
to Uranus. The influence of Venus, when 
rightly used, is a blessing to all mankind. 
The most beautiful and sweetest of thoughts 
and tender self-sacrifices madé to others, 
give it a place in the hearts of men and 
women which no other planet possesses. 
Uranus, the planet of altruism, original think- 
ing, liberty loving and vibrant in every re- 
spect, tends to develop a love embracing all 
mankind. Its action is more subtle, perhaps, 
than that of Venus, but more enduring. 

To combine the two, however, as is indi- 
cated in this instance, Venus sextile Uranus, 
is productive of the grandest love and purest 
expression of affection and devotion ever to 
be imagined. Venus opposes the Moon, how- 
ever, and tendencies to self-indulgence and 
weaknesses of a negative character must be 


overcome; but Uranus exactly trine to the 
Moon will again aid in turning all energy 
into the widest channel for good. It is almost 
as though every action were supported by evi- 
dent strength and the slightest degree of 
good judgment should lead to success and 
happiness in every field. 

The Sun in this chart has a sextile to the 
Ascendant and a close opposition, to Saturn. 
Outside of that, no other aspects are formed. 
Her early life was one of some hardship, 
and separation from her father was experi- 
enced for a good portion of her childhood. 
Relations with the male parent, with male 
relatives, and with her husband would all 
excite the action of this opposition of Sat- 
urn to the Sun. To lend the greatest aid 
to this child of Sagittarius, it would probably 
be best to endeavor to teach her to be fully 
self-reliant. Saturn is the great teacher and 
being in opposition to the Sun, it is evident 
that lessons will follow associations with the 
closest male in her life. In early years this 
was her father and since then, it has been 
her husband. Both father and husband must 
learn to be as cheerful and good-natured 
as possible. A good laugh helps to overcome 
this aspect (the negative influence of it) bet- 
ter than anything else. 


Spiritual Strength 

Mercury trine to Neptune is one of the 
strongest indicators of this person’s spiritual 
strength. As we evolve, our understanding 
rises from the general focusing qualities of 
Mercury to the divine understanding of Nep- 
tune. The relationship of these two planets 
is therefore very close, as the offices (action) 
of one merge into the unfoldment of the 
other. This child is a religious teacher, spe- 
cializing in healing; and if it were not for 
divine presence and spiritual awareness, she 
would never have been attracted to a work 
that requires such a deeply religious and 
philosophical background. Once again it is 
evident that the use of cosmic principles as 
a guide in life will lead to a very high and 
exalted position.

23). Even in this, Mars, ruling the 7th 
House, her husband and marriage, brought 
about the change. 

An important lesson is also shown in this 
chart in respect to planetary octaves. Both 
the octaves, Venus and Uranus, and Mercury 
and Neptune, are favorably configurated. 
Her talents have included singing and danc- 
ing (Venus sextile Uranus); but now she 
writes and lectures (Mercury trine Nep- 
tune) on spiritual subjects, philosophy and 
astrology. — 

At the present time our Sagittarian friend 
has passed through an experience involving 
a number of factors that haye rudely shat- 
tered many of her fondest dreams. An evi- 
dent crystallization had taken place in her 
home and married life (Saturn opposition 
Sun warns against permitting crystallization 
to enter the life) and the prominent Mars 
(conjunct Midheaven) would not permit such 
an indication to persist. The wilful neglect 
and short-sightedness of her husband forced 
a degree of experience and action that was 
unworthy of the close and intimate partner- 
ship that had so idealistically formed. As a 
result a number of negative conditions and 
associations seemed to grow into such a tan- 
gled web of obsessing ferocity (Mars con- 
junct Neptune), that both she and her hus- 
band were willing to separate and ask for 
divorce. The temptation of the Mars oppo- 
sition Jupiter aspect operating from a sepa- 
rative standpoint, likewise Sun opposition 
Saturn, is to give up and relinquish the task 
allotted to the individuals concerned; this 
seemed to be the way things were going to 
move. 

Although divorce action was taken, the 
husband recognizing his errors and realiz- 
ing the tremendous importance of being 
honest and trustworthy in every respect, 
moved to effect a reconciliation. Important 
changes involving greater understanding may 
quite possibly see these two people accept 
the significance of life in its fullest and 
thereby reunite to master the destiny with 
which they have already started to work 
upon. 

The strength of these two people will be 
determined by their decision which is pend- 
ing at this time. Both-individuals are equally 
capable of recognizing the spiritual responsi- 
bilities generated between themselves, and 
IF each is willing to accept personal cen- 
sure and accept the responsibility for all 
that has happened, there can be no question 
but that love and truth will prosper. Our 


Sagittarian friend has the progressed Uranus 
trine her Moon all through her life. This 
favorable progressed aspect (likewise exact 
in the natal chart) will insure help, assistance 
and success. 

The progressed Sun reaches a conjunction 
to Jupiter in 1943-1944; this will be a most 
fortunate period in her life in many ways 
and much of her success and strength should 
come through her husband. There is no 
adequate reason why these two people can- 
not accept each other in simple trust and 
love, and if they do make an effort to rise 
above the seeming insurmountable crushing 
odds that threatened to wreck havoc with 
their lives, they will find that the blessings 
and joys experienced in making a success of 
their union will far outweigh any other fac- 
tor, regardless of how -terrible and serious 
it may have appeared.

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Eclipses of the Sun 


Their Birth, Life and Death 


a of the sun occur when the moon, 
between the earth and the sun, shuts off part 
or all of the sun’s disc from view. This only 
occurs when the sun and moon are at or 
near the nodes. The plane of the moon’s 
orbit is tipped slightly to the plane of the 
earth’s orbit. The two opposite points of in- 
tersection of these orbits are called the nodes 
(ascending 2, and descending %3), commonly 
spoken of as the north and south nodes. These 
nodes regress continually so that in 19 years 
they make a complete circuit of the zodiac. 

In an eclipse of the sun, the positions of the 
sun and moon may be such that only a por- 
tion of the sun’s surface is darkened by the 
moon. This is a partial eclipse. When the 
moon completely obscures the sun we have a 
total eclipse. Sometimes the moon, in the far 
part of its orbit, has not the apparent diam- 
eter of the sun, so that, instead of completely 
covering the sun, a thin ring of the sun’s 
surface is seen around the black moon, and 
instead of a total eclipse we have an annular 
eclipse. Again, the cone-shaped shadow of 
the moon may not be of quite sufficient length 
to strike the earth’s surface at the sides of 
the earth (where the eclipse would be an- 
nular), but of sufficient length to touch the 
earth’s surface more inward from the edges 
(where it would be total), since the curved 
earth’s surface is about 4000 miles closer to 
the moon at the center than at the edges. 
This is called an annular total eclipse—some- 
times designated as a “central” eclipse—an- 
nular at the beginning and end of its path 
and total in between. All these phases, ex- 
cept the partial, are called umbral eclipses 
of the sun. To see the total or annular phase 
of an eclipse, one must be within a relatively 
narrow strip of shadow cast across the earth’s

surface, though on either side of this path, 
within certain limits, the sun will be partially 
eclipsed. The width of the path of a total 
eclipse averages about 70 miles. Annular 
paths may be much broader. Excellent ex- 
amples of these varying dimensions are given 
in Schroeter’s “Spezieller Kanon der Zen- 
tralen Sonnen und Mondfinsternisse.” 

The Saros, known to the ancients, is a pe- 
riod of 18 years 11 and one-third days (10 
and one-third days if five leap-years have 
intervened, and 12 one-third days if but three 
leap-years intervene), wherein an eclipse re- 
peats itself under very similar conditions. 
Due to the one-third day the umbral track 
of the eclipse lies about 120 degrees to the 
west at each return, or approximately the 
same longitude after three saros returns (54 
years and one month), though further north 
or south. 

Eclipses of the sun (and moon) may be 
said (from the saros standpoint) to have a 
“birth, life and death.” A solar eclipse starts 
as a small partial at one of the polar re- 
gions of the earth, increasing in magnitude 
with each saros return until the cone of the 
moon’s shadow (or its extension) strikes the 
earth in a polar vicinity as an umbral eclipse. 
If at the north, the umbral path of each 
saros return works south for several hun- 
dred years and finally passes beyond the 
south polar region, when a number of di- 
minishing partial eclipses occur, until its final 
“death” with the last partial of its series. 
Conversely an eclipse starting at the south 
works north to its “old age.” Eclipses of 
the north (ascending) node work southward 
and eclipses of the south (descending) node 
work northward. In its life run, a solar 
eclipse may be operating as a total and 
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change to an annular or an annular-total or 
vice versa. These, however, are all listed as 
umbral eclipses. 

From an astrological standpoint it would 
seem worth while in estimating a particular 
eclipse to give consideration to the “birth” 
of the particular saros series to which the 
eclipse belongs. For instance, the eclipses 
of August 30, 1924 and September 10, 1942 
(number 46 in the tables) belong to a series 
which had its birth July 28, 1870, with the 
sun in 5 degrees of Leo—Leonids by nature, 
and this should be kept in mind, together 
with the present circumstances in judging 
effects. 


The Tables 


Table I includes all the solar eclipses (472) 
for the period 1800 to 2000 A.D., inclusive. 
Much of the data is based upon the Amer- 
ican Ephemeris and Nautical Almanac, and 
upon Oppolzer’s “Canon der Finsternisse” 
(Denkschriften d. Akadamie, Math.-Naturw. 
CL, Bd. 52, Wien, 1887). Column I gives a 
series number starting with the first eclipse 
in 1800 and numbered consecutively to 1818 
(one saros) when the eclipses (same num- 
bers) repeat themselves. This period 1800- 
1818 includes 45 solar eclipses. When a new 
series starts, as July 28, 1870, it is numbered 
46, etc. When a certain number does not 
repeat, it means that the series is ended. 

The second column gives the date. The 
decimal fractions after the dates (Jul. 28.5) 
refer to the time of the day counted from 
Greenwich mean midnight to the nearest 
tenth of the 24-hour day that the center of 
the eclipse occurs. Therefore July 28.5 means 
around noon of July 28 (approximately be- 
tween 10h. 50m. and 13h. 10m., counting from 
Greenwich mean midnight). Some dates are 
starred, for instance, *1815 Jul. 6.9, which 
means that the time of day is really closer 
to the succeeding tenth, i.e., July 7.0. 

The third column gives the Phase—T-total, 
A-annular, P-partial, AT-annular-total. 

The fourth column gives the node where 
the eclipse takes place—N-north (ascending), 
S-south (descending). 









The fifth column gives the nearest astro- 
logical degree of the zodiac at which the 
eclipse takes place, 

The last column gives the “Metonic Re- 
turns.” These are 19-year intervals, after 
which an eclipse will often occur in practi- 
cally the same degree of the zodiac and the 
same date. Approximately 23% of solar 
eclipses have no Metonic returns. About 
77% have at least one return; about half of 
them have at least two returns; about 33% 
have three returns and 10% have four re- 
turns. The Metonic return (19 years) must 
not be confused with the Saros return (18 
years, 11 and one-third days). A Metonic 
return is simply an eclipse on the same date 
and zodiacal degree (often useful in as- 
trology); it may be of a different phase and 
nature to the preceding one and belongs to a 
different saros series. In the table the phase 
is indicated—T-total, ete. 

Table II gives all the current solar eclipses 
from 1935 to 1952 inc. Each one belongs to 
a different saros series running at the pres- 
ent time, and from this table one can find 
the “birth” of each series under the title 
“Begin Partial”; then the date when it makes 
its first umbral appearance; when it makes 
its last umbral appearance, and when it fi- 
nally “dies” under “End Partial.” Where no 
date is given under “End Umbral” or “End 
Partial” it means that such occasions occur 
after the year 2161 A.D., since no data beyond 
this date is at hand. It will be readily seen 
that some of the current eclipses are “young,” 
some are “in their prime” and some at “old 
age.” The series numbers in Table II cor- 
respond to the series numbers in Table I, 
so that the “birth date” of any eclipse in 
Table I up to 1935 can be found in Table II 
by its corresponding serial number. Six of 
the original serial numbers (from 1800 to 
1818) do not appear in Table II. They are 
series numbered 3, 5, 13, 15, 31, and 33, and 
the “birth dates” for these are not given for 
they had finished their run before 1935 and 
are not in the current list from 1935 to 
1952 inc. 

Dates in Table II before 1582 A.D. are in 
the Julian calendar, and thereafter in the 
Gregorian calendar.

Planting dates are different each year, so 
back numbers cannot be used for planting 
dates. 


Planting Dates 


> 

For the benefit of our new readers, we re- 
peat that crops that produce their yield above 
the soil and grow from seed with a root 
formation, similar to beans, peas, lettuce, 
corn, oats, sweetpeas and marigolds, should 
be planted when the Moon is new or in the 
first quarter. 

Crops that produce their yield in the soil 
are similar to and grow from a bulb forma- 
tion, such as potato, beet, carrot, tulip and 
gladiolus. These should be planted when the 
Moon is full or in the last quarter. 

Plant in the last quarter only if necessary, 


as it is not considered the best time for 
planting. 

The time given is “Eastern Standard Time.” 

Following the New Moon, when the Moon 
is in Capricorn, all day Dec. 1st and 2nd: 
a fair time to plant. 

Following the New Moon, when the Moon 
is in Pisces, ‘at 6:35 A.M. Dec. 5th, and up 
to 11:01 A.M. Dec. 6th: a good time to plant, 

First quarter, when the Moon is in Pisces, 
at 11:01 A.M. Dec. 6th, and up to 6:26 P.M. 
Dec. 7th: a good time to plant. 

First quarter, when the Moon is in Tau- 
rus, at 7:27 A.M. Dec. 10th, all day Dec. 11th, 
and up to 7:07 P.M. Dec. 12th: a fair time 
to plant. 

Following the Full Moon, when the Moon 
is in Cancer, all day Dec. 15th, 16th, and up 
to 11:16 A.M. Dec. 17th: a good time to plant. 

Last quarter, when the Moon is in Libra, 
all day Dec. 22nd and 23rd: a fair time to 
plant. 

Last quarter, when the Moon is in Scorpio, 
all day Dec. 24th and 25th: a fair time to 
plant.

When matured, there 
was a sizable difference between the cab- 
bage that did and did not receive that one 
final cultivation, although for the rest of the 
season the whole field had the same care. 

4, The September 1940 “Country Gentleman” 
tells of some clay soil which was so poor 
it was almost sterile under field conditions, 
but after being broken up and sifted, the 
same soil grew fine plants. 

5. My conclusion is that air must contain 
some element which plants need for growth— 
some sort of gaseous fertilizer, perhaps, there- 
fore I suggest that cultivation be done not 
in barren, but fertile times of the Moon, per- 
haps at the same phases wherein it would 
be suitable to plant seed—corn during the 
first quarter, onions’ before a full moon, ete.

that, make out a sched- 
ule for planting on all the good planting 
days, let’s say during the month of May, then 
check the days for cultivation or the barren 
days, and see how much less rain falls on 
these days. 

ANS. NO, 2—Plants which have been tipped 
out of a starting box and reset back in the 
box, may be delayed for a time, but these 
plants start a new root system, and when 
transplanted to a permanent setting, outdo 
the plants from the box that was not dis- 
turbed. It is the added root growth the dis- 
turbed plants have that enables them to stand 
the transplanting better. 

Here is a suggestion for you experimen- 
tal planters. 

Plant your tomato seed on the increase 
of the Moon (New or First quarters) in the 
signs of either Cancer, Scorpio or Pisces. 
When the plants are about 4 or 5 inches tall,

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plant them in paper pots on the decrease 
of the Moon (Full Moon) in the signs of 
either Cancer, Scorpio or Pisces. Keep these 
plants moist for two weeks, then set out in 
the garden on the increase of the Moon in 
fruitful signs. 

Don’t forget to remove these plants from 
the paper pots before you set them in the 
garden. 

These plants will do better than those set 
directly out in the garden from your plant 
boxes. 

Plant tomato seed on the increase of the 
Moon for TOP GROWTH, on the decrease 
of the Moon in pots for ROOT FORMATION, 
then plant on the increase of the Moon in 
the open garden for TOP and FRUIT 
GROWTH. 

Should the box of early tomato plants be 
knocked over when the Moon is in a fire 
sign, many of these plants will die, as re- 
planting would have to take place in a 
barren sign. : 

ANS. NO. 3—Cultivation loosens up the 
soil. Deep cultivating is desirable, as it lets 
the soil absorb most of the rainfall; thus, 
where cultivation stopped before the end of 
the drought, the plants well cultivated had 
an abundance of water for growth, while 
those in the uncultivated section of the field 
suffered for want of moisture, as the rain 
could not penetrate the hard baked surface 
of the soil which had not been cultivated. 
This rain passed off into the ditches. 

In other words, the loose soil acted as a 
sponge and absorbed moisture for the plants 
for future use, while the uncultivated soil 
was like a brick and was dampened only on 
the surface, to be evaporated into the air 
before the plant’s roots could get it. 

ANS. NO. 4—CLAY SOIL. I live in a clay 
soil section of my state. It is necessary to 
keep this soil well fertilized with a humus 
fertilizer. This acts as a sponge to absorb 
moisture, or if commercial fertilizer is used, 
it is necessary to use lime on the soil. This 
breaks the stiff clay up in smaller particles 
and allows the rain to penetrate the soil. 
By deep cultivating and proper condition- 
ing of clay soils, we do grow fine crops. Plants 
cannot grow without moisture, but they can 
grow without soil. Read “Growing Vege- 
tables without Soil,” in the April, 1939, issue 
of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE. 

ANS. NO. 5—Air is necessary in soil. If 
the air can get into the soil, the rain can 
carry the nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash to the roots of the plant. Rains gen- 
erally come in fruitful signs and cultivating 
at that time opens the soil for this rain. Also

cut grass roots may not be dried out before 
the rain, so we also get a new crop of grass,

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Weather Guide 


O, the Pacific slope in December, 1940, 
the weather is indicated as cold at first, but 
soon changes to much warmer, with unu- 
sually warm weather for a few days near 
the middle of the month. Then a cold spell 
suddenly sets in, and around the 17th there 
may be some indication of frosty nights and, 
in a few places, freezing weather. This cold 
spell continues several days, but slowly turns 
warmer, with a number of rapid daily varia- 
tions to the end of the month, when tem- 
peratures in general are about normal. 

The rainfall for most of the region is some- 
what below normal for the month, the most 
rain or snow being in the mountain districts 
and most of it coming in the first half of 
the month. 

East of the Rocky mountains temperatures 
for the month of December are expected to 
be quite variable, the first day or two warm, 
but around the 6th a cold spell, though near 
the 10th to 13th we may expect a few warm 
days. About the 17th a cold spell is evidenced, 
with temperatures dropping much below nor- 
mal, with cold winds, stormy, heavy rains, 
light snow in a few sections, and blizzardly 
weather in some parts of the plains states. 
This is the major cold wave of this part of 
winter, and though it soon changes to warmer, 
a number of blustery days are to be expected 
around this time. It should be fairly mild 
and even warm around the 28th, but during 
the last days it may suddenly change to 
much colder, Rain and snow are somewhat 
above normal generally, though on the At- 
lantic slope no great amount of precipitation 
is expected after the heavy storms near the 
middle of the month,

Wed., Dec. 4—Clearing and cold in west 
as rain and snow drift to east central, great 
lakes and west gulf coast regions; Atlantic 
slope mild and nearly clear. 

Thurs., Dec. 5—Nearly everywhere in the 
country clear or with light rains in south- 
east; a cold wave sets in from the northwest 
Rockies, covering all central regions. 

Fri., Dec. 6—Unusually clear and cold 
weather all east of the Rockies, though on 
Atlantic slope some rain, and snow in south 
and central parts; a cold wave. 

Sat., Dec. 7—Storm condition, with rain, 
snow, strong winds in central states and 
great lakes regions, but temperatures slightly 
higher; clear, cold on Atlantic slope. 

Sun., Dec. 8—Clearing in middle, central 
and great lakes regions, as storm drifts on to 
northeast Atlantic slope; in south fairly clear; 
turns warmer. 

Mon., Dec. 9—Some clouds, rain, snow 
about great lakes, extending to northeast, 
but most of the northwest clear and cold. 
Atlantic slope and south clear. 

Tues., Dec. 10—Except in a few sections 
about far northeast, all the country should 
be nearly clear and unusually cold, though 
soon turning warmer. 

Wed., Dec. 11—Rain and snow in middle, 
southwest and central states extending to 
great lakes; turning warmer; most of At- 
lantic slope clear, except in northeast. 

Thurs., Dec. 12—General rains and snows 
in central regions from west gulf coast to 
great lakes, with weather rather warm; on 
Atlantic slope, nearly clear; warmer. 

Fri., Dec. 13—Heavy storm in central states 
and the great lakes country, extending to 
most of Atlantic slope; cold in west but 
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much milder in east; clearing in southwest. 

Sat., Dec. 14—Stormy, rainy, snowy, but 
fairly warm in all central states, great lakes 
and Atlantic slope regions; clearing in mid- 
dle and southwest. 

Sun., Dec. 15—Storm shifts to east great 
lakes and the northeast Atlantic slope, west, 
south and southeast clearing; colder in west 
but warm east, though soon turns colder. 

Mon., Dec. 16—Sterm continues about east 
great lakes, Ohio, Tennessee river valleys 
and east; southwest unsettled; cold wave 
comes in from west. 

Tues., Dec. 17—Some rains on west gulf 
coast, east great lakes and northeast Atlantic, 
but clearing and cold in central states and 
west. 

Wed., Dec. 18—Scattering rains and snows 
in various parts of the country; though some 
clearing; severely cold everywhere; clearest 
about Atlantic slope. 

Thurs., Dec. 19—In central states, middle 
west and on gulf coast, unsettled; rain, snow, 
but considerable clearing in east; very cold 
but changing to warmer. 

Fri., Dec. 20—Some rain, snow, in various 
parts, but east of Mississippi river fairly 
clear; in general, changing to warmer, es- 
pecially about the west. 

Sat., Dec. 21—Unsettled about great lakes; 
heavy rains in gulf coast states; northwest 
central states clearing; on Atlantic slope un- 
settled; generally warmer. 

Sun., Dec. 22—Stormy in southwest central 
regions and on gulf coast; clearing and colder 
on great lakes and in northwest central 
sections; some snow in far northeast. 

Mon., Dec. 23—Rains, snow, stormy in 
central states extending to gulf coast; tem- 
peratures rather mild in most sections. At- 
lantic slope nearly clear. 

Tues., Dec. 24—Stormy, unsettled condi- 
tions drift on to east great lakes, Ohio, Ten- 
nessee river valleys and the Atlantic slope, 
southwest clearing; generally colder. 

Wed., Dec. 25—Clear and cold in central 
regions and most of south; in northwest and 
also northeast unsettled, rain, snow; central 
Atlantic slope clearing; light rains south. 

Thurs., Dec. 26—Stormy in northwest cen- 
tral states and west great lakes; some rain 
about gulf coast and the Atlantic slope; a 
cold spell. 

Fri., Dec. 27—Storm on great lakes and in 
central states; rain in south and southeast; 
central and northeast Atlantic slope fairly 
clear and cold. 

Sat., Dec, 28—Stormy condition shifts to 


east great lakes and Atlantic slope; central 
and south clearing; warmer generally. 

Sun., Dec. 29—Clearing and colder in west 
as storm passes on to Atlantic slope. South 
and southwest clearing; in most sections 
turning colder. 

Mon., Dec. 30—Unsettled about east great 
lakes, the northwest and also on Atlantic 
slope; all west and south clearing; much 
colder generally. 

Tues., Dec. 31—Again stormy about great 
lakes and the northwest central states, ex-

% General Indications 

ONSIDERING the present world trends, 
the stellar correspondences present rather 
a peculiar picture for December. The heavy 
Cycles do not release any outstanding ener- 
gies during the month. Thus we must look 
for the trends of the previous month to

Here we have a slight 
intensification of the economic maladjust- 
ments, and will note many repercussions as 
industry tries to become geared for greater 
war production. 

The timing influence of the Moon points 
to several periods of intense action during 
the month. The heavy affliction in the New 
Moon Cycle is stimulated on the 3rd, around 
the 10th and 11th, the 17th and 18th, the 
24th, and again at the end of the month 
This directly affects the common people of 
our world, and may coincide with waves of 
suffering, famine and disease. The coming 
winter may tax the people’s fortitude to the 
utmost. 


United States 


The New Moon Cycle for Washington has 
the Lunation in the house of money (2nd), 
in trine to the Mid-Heaven and to Pluto in 
the Tenth. There may be a free flow of 
money for the people due to the drastic 
measures employed in both business and 
government as ruled by Pluto. While this 
is a splendid aspect from the viewpoint of 
spending money for the masses, Pluto and 
the M.C. form one point of the violently 
destructive T-square which directly affects 
the people (1st House). 

Venus, Mars and Mercury are conjoined in 
the First House, opposing Jupiter and Sat- 
urn in the Seventh. Here we have shown 
serious economic restrictions due to the 
action of other nations, and an increasing 
inclination on the part of the American peo- 
ple to take violent steps against any country 
whose desires clash with ours. 

Congress, as represented by Neptune in 
the Eleventh, may continue in a fuddled state 
of mind, and may contribute no end of pipe 
dreams and idle debate. The increase of 


public spending may reach a new high at 
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this time. There is indication that some new 
form of taxation may be invoked to help 
meet the unusual expenditures. Congress 
should be willing to make every effort to co- 
operate with the business men in getting 
production under way, as the farther ahead 
we look the more it appears necessary to 
take every precaution. As this article re- 
peatedly pointed out for over three years, 
the only method by which the United States 
can remain free from the danger of en- 
croaching powers is to prepare for any con- 
tingency. A well organized, prosperous, 
adequately armed America has nothing to 
fear from any quarter. But if our leaders 
disregard the storm warnings as they did 
during the first year of the European war, 
we may find it much harder to maintain the 
kind of a country we desire. 

The Administration comes under the ruler- 
ship of Pluto while the December Lunation 
is in effect. While the trine to the Second 
House shows a flow of government money 
being released—probably through large-scale 
contracts for war materials, etc—Pluto is 
afflicting the people (1st House). There is 
little doubt but that rigid restrictions of the 
people’s liberties may be made by govern- 
mental proclamation. This is not shown as 
a considerate process of legislature, but 
points to the taking over of absolute con- 
trol under the pressure of a crisis. 

Mars in the First House of the New Moon 
Cycle is also the ruler of the army (6th). 
The Administration’s action at this time may 
revolve around the problem of conscription, 
or the use to be made of the citizens so 
conscripted. 

Emphasis again is placed upon the diffi- 
culties with other countries. This is not 
a period showing danger of attack—rather 
it indicates a deliberate building up of pub- 
lic sentiment to the point where we shall 
take the initiative. No doubt the economic 
disturbances, and possibly the deliberate at- 
tempt on the part of other nations to curtail 
American business, will lend weight to the 
reasons for feeling antagonistically. 

A peek into the more distant future re- 
veals that this friction with other countries 
is not a temporary condition, but is more 
likely to increase. The January Lunation 
shows even more interest in foreign rela- 
tions than does December. And the plane- 
tary indications in general for the whole of 
the next year should bring a tendency to 
attract strife and controversies. However, 
the big problem should be to cope with the 
changing financial and commercial relations. 
There is no reason, astrologically, to be- 















lieve that the United States faces war. But 
the element of deception still is powerful, 
and it will be well to weigh carefully all 
plans and proposals. We cannot afford to 
have America led from the path of liberty 
merely because of the whims of individuals. 


Canada 


The New Moon Cycle for Canada shows 
Pluto dominating the chart from the Tenth, 
forming a T-square to the First and Seventh. 
This will be a month of suffering and hard- 
ship for the Canadian people, but Venus 
rising affords some protection. The increase 
in manufacturing and industry will provide 
quite a steady flow of money, but there is 
indication of higher prices. Uranus opposes 
the ruler of the Ninth, again indicating dif- 
ficulty and loss through shipping and travel. 
This will prove an unusually difficult period 
in which to send supplies or men to help 
bolster up the mother country. 


Europe 


The planetary indications for November 
showed that Europe would have a great deal 
of action, with the greatest destruction shown 
for London. This month the action appears 
to shift Eastward, as the Lunation charts for 
Rome and Berlin promise the more impor- 
tant events. 


Great Britain 


The New Moon Cycle for London has the 
Lunation in the house of disappointments 
(12th), but the only significant aspect it 
makes is the trine to Pluto in the Eighth. 
Here we have shown very important under- 
takings being worked out in secrecy—prob- 
ably the obtaining of the financial backing 
of the United States. The T-square points 
to a disruption of business and the destruc- 
tion of homes and buildings; so possibly the 
desultory air raids will continue. Afflicted 
Pluto in the Eighth promises many violent 
deaths. While the chart is not outstand- 
ingly good, it compares quite favorably 
with that for any of her opponents. Great 
Britain will be able to inflict as much, if 
not more, damage than she receives while 
this Lunation is in effect. 


Italy 


Italy has considerably more energy avail- 
able, as the New Moon Cycle for Rome shows 
Pluto in the house of open enemies making 
its T-square to the Tenth and Fourth houses. 
As Jupiter and Saturn in the Fourth are 
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closely trine the Ascendant, there will be 
opportunity for Italy to gain more territory 
and resources. We can look for an intensi- 
fication of her campaign in Africa under 
these stimulations. Mussolini, while feeling 
the influence of aggressive Mars, has Venus 
on the Mid-Heaven to help protect him. 








































Germany 


Germany has a most imposing array of 
destructive energies to cope with during 
December. Far-reaching changes will be 
made in the German Empire as it attempts 
to meet the new conditions which arise. 
Mars dominates the New Moon Cycle chart, 
falling almost exactly upon the Mid-Heaven. 
Here we may see the leaders resorting to 
new extremes of violence and destruction— 
but we cannot expect the efforts to meet 
with singular success when the afflictions to 
Mars and the Mid-Heaven are considered.

Your happiness with your part- 
ner will depend upon how well you are able 
to understand and adjust yourself to one who 
has interests different from yours, and who 
may seem, at times, like a “friendly stranger,” 





so to speak. Differences in financial and pro. 
fessional or social status may be present, due 
to the square to your Mercury, Mars and Jupi- 
ter conjunction in Taurus in your tenth house, 

Even with a seventh house Uranus, with 
natal Moon in Capricorn, a conservative sign, 
it is not necessary that you marry more than 
once. However, much depends upon you and 
how well you learn your lessons in matters 
of association with others. Marriage will pre- 
sent tests. How you meet them will depend 
entirely upon you and your partner and your 
respective development.

I AM here discussing this very rare disease 
not because we have much data concerning 
it, but at the request of a reader of this de- 
partment. In fact, of the thousands of birth- 
charts progressed to the time of some disease, 
in the B. of L. Research files there are only 
a very few of those relating to leukemia. 
Leukemia is characterized by the medical 
profession as a fatal disease of the blood 
forming organs, characterized by an enor- 
mous increase of the white blood-cells (leu- 
cocytes), and by a decrease of the red cells, 
which are altered in size and shape, and ex- 
hibit nucleated and degenerate forms. 

The medical profession at the present time 
professes to know no more about this disease 
than it knows about cancer, and significantly, 
the latest trend of research for its treatment 
lies in using radio active phosphorus, phos- 
phorus which, due to bombardment by neu- 
trons in a cyclotron, gives off the same type 
of rays as does radium, but which can be 
delivered to the bones in the form of food. 
The radio active phosphorus has exactly the 
same chemical characteristics as common 
phosphorus. It can therefore be used in- 
ternally. Such method of treatment is still 
in the experimental stage. The problem 
seems to be similar to that of treating cancer 
with radium emanation; that 6f destroying 
the reproductive power of the abnormal cells 
without at the same time destroying the 
healthy cells. 

From an astrological point of view, leu- 
kemia seems to be somewhat related both tc 
cancer and to anemia. In cancer the offende1 
always is Saturn, often there being a prog- 
ressed aspect from the Sun to Saturn at the 
time the disease makes its appearance. In 
anemia, which is oxygen starvation due to 
too little of the red hemoglobin in the red 
blood corpuscles, or too few red blood cor- 
puscles, Neptune and Saturn are prominent 
in the birth-chart, usually severely afflicted, 
and Mars is also afflicted. At the time anemia 
develops, there are progressed aspects to 
Mars, also usually progressed aspects to Sa- 
turn or Neptune, at the same time there are 
heavy progressed afflictions.

LEUKEMIA 


Dr. T. A. Lean 


Leukemia may be not only chronic or 
acute, but in either of two types: lymphoid 
or myeloid. In the lymphoid type the chief 
increase is in the lymphocytes; in the mye- 
loid type, there are large numbers of im- 
mature cells in the blood of the kind which 
in health are found only in the marrow of 
the bones. In myeloid leukemia, the liver 
and spleen become so enlarged that their 
borders are sometimes found as low as the 
pelvic cavity. In lymphoid leukemia all the 
lymphatic glands become greatly enlarged. 
This type when chronic is more common be- 
tween the ages of 30 and 50, when acute it 
is more common around the age of 20. The 
chronic type is more common to men, while 
the acute type is more common to women. 


An Example 


The disease differs astrologically from can- 
cer in that the planet Mars, which rules the 
iron in the red blood cells, seems always to 
be a significant factor. Take the chart here 
illustrated. It is that of a woman born Janu- 
ary 28, 1920, 10:30 pm., Dayton, Ohio. The 
progressions around the outside of the chart 
are for June 3, 1940, on which date, at 
9:30 p.m., she died in Chicago, IIl., of leu- 
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kemia. She left two children, a boy born 
December 20, 1938, 6:30 am., Fort Worth, 
Texas; and a girl born February 28, 1940, 
2:10 p.m., C.S.T., Chicago, Ill 

In the chart here shown, Mars is prominent 
through being in the first house, and it is 
afflicted by the semi-square of Saturn, by the 
square of Mercury, and by the square of the 
Sun. Discordant Mars thought-cells, as thus 
mapped, indicate their inability properly to 
perform their functions, among which is 
building hemoglobin from hematin, the red 
iron pigment, and the amino-acid histadine, 
in conjunction with copper. Hemoglobin is 
an essential material of the red blood cor- 
puscles. 

This function of the Mars thought-cells 
also, in both leukemia and anemia, is inter- 
fered with by the too great activity and dis- 
cord of the Saturn thought-cells and the 
Neptune thought-cells. These negative in- 
fluences, through depressing the adrenalin 
supply and increasing the activity of other 
glands, disturb the chemistry of the body in 
such a manner that it prohibits the produc- 
tion of the normal quantity of healthy Mars 
(red) blood corpuscles, but unduly favors 
the development of the white corpuscles. 

As this over-activity of some endocrine 
glands and under-activity of others are 
largely influenced by the mental and emo- 
tional attitude, it would seem that the culti- 
vation of a proper mental attitude, that is, 
the application of the proper mental antidote, 
by one predisposed to this disease should 
prevent its development. In other words, al- 
though the charts of both children of the 
woman who died also show in less degree 
some predisposition toward the disease, I am 
confident that the development of a proper 
mental attitude on their part, and proper 
physical conditions, would quite prevent 
either from ever developing this dread dis- 
ease, 

As to physical conditions, it should be un- 
derstood that the average life of a red blood 
cell—in which sufferers of leukemia are de- 
ficient—is about thirty days if it is in a 
normal chemical environment, but if it is 
weakened through improper chemicals in the 
blood stream or through lack of sufficient 
iron, histadine or even copper, so that is can- 
not carry its normal amount of oxygen, it is 
soon dissolved by the spleen and liver. 

If the liver is functioning normally, iron 
will be retained and supplied to the red 
marrow of the long bones for further sup- 
plying the newly created red blood corpus- 
cles. But if the liver is not functioning nor- 


mally, the iron taken in the food will be 






eliminated, with the result there will be an 
iron famine. As when there is a famine af- 
fecting the human race there is a lowering of 
the birth rate, so also when there is an iron 
famine there is a decrease in the reproduc- 
tion of the red cells in the long bones, and 
those which are born are weakly or de- 
formed and unable properly to carry out 
their functions. 

One of the chief functions of these red cells 
is to supply oxygen to the tissues, and to try 
to do this the immature and nucleated cells 
leave their homes in the long bones and 
travel out into the blood stream. They do 
the best they can to compensate for the de- 
ficiency of the common red blood corpuscles. 

Adding to the difficulty which may be at- 
tributed to Mars, is the over-stimulation of 
the production of leucocytes. Normally they 
constitute the first line of defense, their func- 
tion being to devour bacteria and dispose of 
objectionable material in the blood stream. 
But under the influence of too dominant or 
discordant energy from Saturn and Neptune 
they are fed by an abnormal blood stream in 
which there may be misplaced secretions 
from the pancreas, such as lipase and amy- 
lase. This abnormal environment results in 
a tremendous increase in their reproduction, 
and the blood stream fairly swarms with 
them, so that their ratio to the red cells is 
tremendously above the normal one leucocyte 
to five hundred red cells. 


Iron the Stabilizer 


Even as gold is the stabilizer of our cur- 
rency, so is iron the stabilizer of the blood 
stream, and the liver is its bank. Humanity 
can get along without gold, but no man or 
higher animal can exist for even an hour 
without iron. This is demonstrated by the 
liver of a baby, which has stored up enough 
iron to last until its suckling days are over. 
There is very little iron in mothers’ milk, 
and infants left too long on milk without 
more solid food frequently develop anemia. 
The more iron the blood has, the redder the 
blood becomes, and the more vigorously the 
flame of life burns because the iron then 
carries ample oxygen to every cell in the 
body. 

From the astrological point of view, there- 
fore, the problem of preventing leukemia, 
when the birth-chart shows a predisposition 
toward it, consists of providing the iron and 
other ingredients necessary for the formation 
of abundant healthy red blood cells, and a 
blood stream in which these blood cells can 
function healthily, and which will discourage 
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the over-production of leucocytes and ab- 
normal blood cells. 


As influencing the red blood corpuscles 
directly, in the chart here illustrated it should 
be noted that progressed Mars has reached 
the trine of the negative progressed Pluto, 
and that progressed Sun has reached the 
trine of birth-chart Mars, being square Mars 
at birth. 

As influencing negative glandular im- 
balance, and thus producing an abnormal 
chemistry of the blood stream, progressed 
Mercury is both parallel and opposition 
progressed Saturn, both Mercury and Sun 
at birth being given a discordant negative 
trend through their opposition to Neptune. 
Progressed Venus is also sesqui-square prog- 
ressed Saturn and semi-square progressed 
Mercury, accentuating the power of their 
progressed opposition. 


Correcting the Condition 


As Saturn and Neptune are also the birth- 
chart constants of tuberculosis, other than 
particular attention to obtaining and handling 


an adequate iron supply, the physical con- 
ditions—including fresh air, freedom from 
over-work (Saturn) and wholesome diet— 
which have come to be recognized as bene- 
ficial to those suffering from tuberculosis, are 
also indicated as beneficial to one predisposed 
toward leukemia. It is definitely a de- 
ficiency disease, and therefore the physical 
antidote is to supply the deficiencies. 

But of at least equal importance is to de- 
velop a mental attitude which is free from 
emotional upset and anxiety; for it is through 
these mental states that’ glandular activities 
are stimulated, and other glandular activities 
depressed, which result in an abnormal blood 
stream in which the red and white corpuscles 
must live. 

An attitude toward life in which there is 
trust in a higher power, and in which there 
is a feeling of good will toward all, will do 
much toward correcting the adverse glandu- 
lar stimulation, But in addition to this men- 
tal antidote, to overcome the negativeness 
which is always present, there should be 
cultivated a feeling of confidence and slighily 
radiating vital power.

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\ /, will proceed to read or interpret 


the chart we set up in our last lesson. We 

start scmewhat as follows: 

1. Note the sign of the Sun, which will tell 
you somewhat of the person’s innate na- 
ture. 

. Note the house of the Sun, which will 
tell you the direction in which the person 
will apply his activities. 

. Note the sign and house of the Moon. 

. Note the Ascendant, which will help to 
modify the Sun. 

. Note the Descendant, which will tell you 
the conditions to be met in marriage and 
partnerships. 

. Make a table of planets in Cardinal, Fixed 
and Mutable signs. 

. Make a list of the planets in Fire, Earth, 
Air and Water signs. 

. Make a list of planets which are in Angu- 
lar, Succeedent and Cadent houses. 


9. Note any planets, in conjunction, that is, 
in the same sign. 

10. Note any planets in opposition, that is, in 
opposite signs. 

As you do this in detail, you will know 
quite a little concerning the child we imagine 
will ke born on January 1, 1941, at 0:00 A.M. 
in Philadelphia, whose chart appears herewith, 
1. The sign of the Sun is Capricorn. Read 

all you can of the sign Capricorn, for this 
will indicate the real nature of the person. 

. Note that the Sun is in the Fourth House 
of the home, hence the Sun will shine on 
this child’s home life. We next note that 
Capricorn is ruled by Saturn, and we find 
Saturn in the Eighth house close to Jupi- 
ter, hence the good-natured Jupiter will 
always tend to cheer up this person’s 
Saturnine propensities. Both Saturn and 
Jupiter, being in the Eighth house of leg- 
acies, should tend to bring a legacy from 
the family at some time of life. 

. The Moon is in Aquarius in the Fifth 
house, hence instinctively the child will 
be interested in either the theatre or the 
stock market or both. Note that the Moon 
rules the sign Cancer, which in this chart 
is on the Tenth House of profession, hence 
the child’s profession will be related to 
the theatre or stock market. 

. The Ascendant is Libra. Read all you can 
on Libra. The Ascendant shows how you 
look to the world and how the world looks 
at you. It is, so to speak, your shop win- 
dow. Libra is ruled by Venus. Venus 
is placed in the Third house, hence here 
it will show that the child will love his 
relatives, and also be fond of talking and 
writing. 

. The Descendant is Aries ruled by Mars. 
We find Mars in the Second house of 
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money. This will mean that the partner 
will spend money freely. 
6. a. There are 2 planets in Cardinal or ac- 
tive signs: 
Sun in Capricorn 
Mercury in Capricorn. 
b. There are 6 planets in Fixed signs: 
Mars in Scorpio 
Jupiter in Taurus 
Saturn in Taurus 
Uranus in Taurus 
Moon in Aquarius 
Pluto in Leo. 
c. There are 2 planets in Mutable signs: 
Venus in Sagittarius 
Neptune in Virgo. 
7. a. There are 6 planets in Earth signs: 
Sun in Capricorn 
Mercury in Capricorn 
Saturn in Taurus 
Jupiter in Taurus 
Uranus in Taurus 
Neptune in Virgo. 
b. There is one planet in an Air sign— 
the Moon in Aquarius. 
c. There are 2 planets in Fire signs: 
Venus in Sagittarius 
Pluto in Leo. 
d. There is one planet in a Water sign— 
Mars in Scorpio. 

Looking back to Paragraph 6, we saw that 
planets in Fixed signs predominated. Now 
we find that planets in Earth signs predomi- 
nate, hence we call our Synthesis Fixed- 
Earth type. This will give great determina- 
tion and fixity of purpose in all matters in 
the material and practical world. 

. 8 a. There are 2 planets in Angular houses: 

Sun in Fourth house 
Pluto in the Tenth house. 

b. There are 5 planets in Succeedent 

houses: 

Mars in Second house 
Jupiter in the Eighth house 
Saturn in the Eighth house 
Uranus in the Eighth house 
Moon in the Fifth house. 

c. There are 3 planets in Cadent houses: 
Venus in the Third house 
Mercury in the Third house 
Neptune in the Twelfth house. 

Since Succeedent houses predominate, the 
person will be more determined than ever. 
The Moon in a Succeedent house and in a 
Fixed sign will definitely limit the usual 
changeability of the Moon. It will increase 
the will power and tend towards steadiness 
rather than rashness. 





9. There are three planets in conjunction in 
the Eighth house: Jupiter, Saturn and 
Uranus. This will mean that three fac- 
tors will be involved in all financial part- 
nerships. We also note that the Sun and 
Mercury are conjunct in Capricorn, but 
they are in different houses, showing that 
the affairs of relatives will be important 
in the home. 

10. Mars is opposite Uranus from the Sec- 
ond to the Eighth houses, hence a ten- 
dency to earn quickly and to spend quickly 
is shown. 


Dignity of Planets 


A planet is said to be dignified when it 
is in its own sign. In this chart, Mars, be- 
ing in Scorpio, is dignified. A planet in dig- 
nity can stand more difficulties than one not 
dignified. 

A planet is also dignified when it is in its 
own house. In this chart Neptune is in the 
Twelfth house, which is the normal house 
of Pisces, hence Neptune is dignified. 

A planet is said to be “accidentally digni- 
fied” when it is in the Tenth house, that is, 
elevated. Hence Pluto is “accidentally digni- 
fied” in this chart. Pluto in the Tenth house 
tends towards change of profession, but be- 
ing dignified the change will be good. 


Elevation 


The planet or planets that happen to be 
nearest the Midheaven, either east or west 
of it, are said to be most elevated, i.e., they 
come closest to the noon position of the 
Sun. Planets in elevation are very power- 
ful factors in bringing a person to the atten- 
tion of the world, particularly if they happen 
to be in the Tenth house, which is that of 
the profession and position in the world. In 
the chart we are considering one planet 
only is elevated, Pluto. 


Mutual Reception 


It will sometimes happen in a chart that 
two planets are in one another’s houses in- 
stead of in their own, e.g., if we found Venus 
in Scorpio and Mars in Taurus we would 
say that Venus and Mars were in mutual 
reception. In the chart of Napoleon, Saturn 
was in Cancer and. the Moon in Capricorn, 
hence Saturn and the Moon were in mutual 
reception. Some astrologers consider mutual 
reception so benefic as almost to amount to 
exaltation. In any case, it makes a very 
decided harmonizing influence. Venus and 
Jupiter in the chart under consideration are 
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in mutual reception; Venus is in Sagittarius, 
Jupiter’s sign, while Jupiter is in Venus’ 
sign, Taurus. 


Critical Degrees 


Certain degrees of signs are said to be 
very much more important for good or evil 
than others. These are called critical de- 
grees. They are as follows: 

Cardinal Signs (i., Aries, Cancer, Libra, 
Capricorn) 1, 13, 26 degrees. 

Fixed Signs (i., Taurus, Leo, Scorpio, 
Aquarius) 9, 21 degrees. 

Mutable Signs (ie., Gemini, Virgo, Sagit- 
tarius, Pisces) 4, 17 degrees. 


The Moon’s Nodes £8 %& 


The node is the name given to the part 
of the ecliptic (or pathway of the Sun) when 
the Moon moves from South to North lati- 
tude, or from north to south. When it goes 
from south to north, we say this point on 
the ecliptic is the ascending node or the 
North.Node. It is sometimes given the pic- 
turesque name of “Dragon’s Head” (Caput) 
and its symbol is §3, which is similar to the 
symbol of the sign Leo, except that in the 
symbol of Leo the little eyelets are open. 
The degree in which the North Node of the 
Moon falls is considered highly benefic. 

The South Node or Dragon’s Tail (Cauda) 
is placed in the opposite sign to that of the 
North Node and in the same number of de- 
grees of longitude. Its symbol is %3 and it 
is considered very malefic in both the house 
it is placed in and also the sign. 

In the AMERICAN ASTROLOGY EPHEMERIS for 
1941, we find the position given for the North 
or Ascending Node on page 7 in the lower 
right hand section. For Jan. 1st it is 6 de- 
grees 10’ Libra. Then, knowing our oppo- 
site sign is Aries, we insert the South or 
Descending Node at 6 degrees 10’ Aries in 
the chart. The position of the Nodes merely 
marks houses where one can gain or lose. 
Where the North Node is shows the house 
conditions which can be kept, and where 
the South Node is shows the house conditions 
which can be swept away. 


Circular Measure 


You cannot calculate the Part of Fortune 
until you understand Circular Measure prop- 
erly: 

If we divide any circle into four equal 
parts, the space between the two lines help- 
ing to form one division is termed a right 
angle. 
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If we divide this into 90 equal parts, each 
part is said to be one degree. There are, 
therefore, 360 degrees in every circle. The 
symbol for a degree is a very small circle: 
e.g., one degree is written 1°. Although a 
degree seems very small, yet it can be sub- 
divided into lesser parts, called minutes and 
seconds. Be careful not to confuse these 
with minutes and seconds of time. Minutes 
of degrees have for a symbol one short stroke 
after them: e.g., 22 minutes of a degree is 
written 22’; seconds of degrees are abbre- 
viated with two short strokes after them: 
e.g., 41 seconds of a degree is written 41”. 
The table of circular measure is as follows:

4 right angles or 360° = 1 circle 
or in a form better suited for the astrologer:

30° = 1 sign of the zodiac

The Part of Fortune 

If you are not sure of your birth time, 
do not attempt to calculate the Part of For- 
tune, for the calculation is based on the de- 
gree of the ascendant. The Part of Fortune, 
as its name implies, is said to be the most 
fortunate spot in the horoscope, so that the 
astrologer calculates aspects to it just as he 
does to a planet. 


Rule to Find the Part of Fortune 


Add the longitude of the ascendant to the 
longitude of the Moon. From your answer 
subtract the longitude of the Sun. If we 
wish to insert the Part of Fortune in the 
map we have been considering, we must 
obtain the longitude of the ascendant and 
that of the Moon. 
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Longitude of Ascendant 8° = a 
Longitude of Moon 21° 254 
We should know that in order to add these 
we must remember that Aries is the first sign 
and Gemini the third sign and Capricorn is 
the 10th sign, so we add

Seven complete signs would end with the 
last degree of Libra, so our Part of Fortune 
goes on into the next sign Scorpio and is 
19 m 47’, and this can be inserted in the 
chart. The symbol of the Part of Fortune 
is @, which is the symbol of the earth and 
so indicates success in worldly affairs. 

We can always check up to see if our cal- 
culations are right, for the Part of Fortune 
is always the same distance from the 
ascendant as the Sun is from the Moon, 
counting from the Sun forwards in the direc- 
tion of the signs to the Moon. 

Note: 0° Taurus is 1 full sign, 0° Gemini 
is 2 full signs. It is just as we say we are 
in our 2lst year when we have passed 20 
years of age. 


What Is Meant by Retrograding 
Planets P 


We have all travelled in trains that passed 
other trains. We have noted that if we are 
travelling in quite a fast train and another 
one passes which is faster still, we seem to 
travel quite slowly for a while. Sometimes 
when the other train travels at exactly the 
same rate as ourselves we seem to be stand- 
ing still, yet we are still moving. Now, we 
on the earth experience at times a similar 
phenomenon as regards the planets. The 
planets and the earth never stand still, but all 
travel around the Sun at their own rate and 
they go in a direction from west to east, but 
always in their own orbit. Retrograde mo- 
tion is not a @eal fact then, but only an 
apparent going backwards. There is also a 
time when a planet is apparently stationary 
in relationship to the earth. This is marked 
“S” in the ephemeris. When it starts to go 
forward or direct again, the fact is recorded 
in the ephemeris by the letter “D.” 

Now, although this stationary and retro- 
grade motion is apparent and not real, we 
are dealing in Astrology with how things 


appear from the earth and how the planets 
affect the persons born on the earth, so we 
have to be very careful to record these facts 
in our chart. (Note that neither the Sun nor 
the Moon can ever be retrograde or sta- 
tionary, but they are always direct.) 

How does retrograde motion affect the in- 
dividual? It is sometimes considered evil, 
but this is a wrong conception of it. While 
it is retrograde it shuts off some of the activ- 
ity of that planet, hence the person does not 
receive the full, active power of the planet. 
Thus if Venus is retrograde, one does not 
receive as much love and benefits as Venus 
usually gives. If Mars is retrograde, then 
one is not as active as the planet Mars usu- 
ally makes one. We, however, find that many 
of the great geniuses and leaders have many 
retrograding planets, which would rather 
tend to prove that when the planets are 
retrograde or stationary, their messages are 
perhaps perceived in a different way from 
the usual, and perhaps more clearly, just as 
we see the details of an automobile that trav- 
els slowly, whereas when it is travelling too 
fast we cannot do so. So these geniuses and 
teachers of humanity obtain from their retro- 
grading and stationary planets a clearer and 
more definite picture of the essential mean- 
ing of things connected with those planets. 

In the charts of those who are not geniuses 
and leaders, we usually find that people 
with retrograding planets act differently 
from the rest of the people in the matters 
ruled by those planets, also events connected 
with those slanets will be slower coming 
into manifestation because those persons are 
destined to think more deeply concerning 
them. 

In the chart we have just considered, we 
find Neptune retrograding in Virgo, and 
Pluto retrograding in Leo. This will mean 
that people will consider the child’s activi- 
ties in the Tenth and Twelfth houses as 
somewhat unusual, also some benefits be- 
longing to these two planets may not mature 
until later in life. 


Decanates 

Every sign of the zodiac contains 30°. If 
we divide any sign into three equal parts 
there will be 10° in each part. These three 
sets of 10° are called the three decanates 
of the sign and are very important divisions. 
The word decanate is derived from a Latin 
word meaning ten. Thus, if we divide the 
sign Aries in three parts, we have 


1st decanate........ 0° to 10° Aries 
2nd decanate........ 10° to 20° Aries 
3rd decanate........ 20° to 30° Aries 
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The whole of the sign Aries is ruled by 
Mars, but the first decanate of Aries is more 
powerfully under the dominance of Mars 
than the other two. The second decanate has 
a flavor of Leo in it (ie., the 2nd fire sign) 
and so it is said to have a sub-rulership of 
the Sun. The third decanate has a flavor 
of Sagittarius (i.e., the 3rd fire sign) and so 
it is said to have a sub-rulership of Jupiter. 
If you do not thoroughly remember the va- 
rious kinds of triangles or triplicities, read 
them over again very carefully before you 
try to work out the decanates of the other 


signs. 
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the chart of this lesson we find

This department is designed primarily as a research feature to assist students in the appli- 
cation of Astrology te vocational problems. Two to four representative charts will be 
vocationally analyzed in detail each month. 


l \ FREQUENT criticism of this department 
concerns the lack of space devoted to the 
vocational problems of natives well along 
in years. As has been stated here before, 
there is a vast difference in vocational anal- 
ysis of the problem for a youth still in the 
process of gaining an education and that 
of an adult. In the case of the child, one 
has only to select the potentials of the chart 
and suggest what lines the education should 
follow, whereas adult cases are far more 
complicated. In the latter, one must de- 
termine whether there is a real vocational 
maladjustment, whether adverse transits or 
progressions may be responsible for present 
dissatisfaction, whether the person is eco- 
nomically able to finance any necessary addi- 
tional education, and so forth. Obviously, 
these cases do not serve as good examples 
for students anxious to learn the rudiments 
of astrological vocational guidance, for where 
the economic status is an important deciding 
factor, common sense may indicate the im-

possibility of following simple astrological 
significators of profession. Nevertheless, we 
do not wish to be unfair to our older read- 
ers; therefore, with these reservations in 
mind, we present the following cases. 

The Sagittarius native (Chart 1) has fol- 
lowed the path already worn deep by Sagit- 
tarian footsteps—that of the jack-of-all- 
trades. His experience includes carpentry, 
farming, selling, factory work, soldiering and 
insurance selling. Now the possibility of gov- 
ernment or civil service work has changed 
the picture. Again, like many of his sign, 
his thirst for knowledge has led him to con- 
tinue studying, courses in business training 
and draftsmanship having been completed 
via the correspondence school route. 

The initial problem in this case is to select 
a line and stick to it. Sagittarius is natu- 
rally restless, and here the peculiar qualities 
joined in the Sagittarius stellium can pro- 
duce a combination of hesitance and rashness 
which will cause the native to move at the 
wrong time. The other fellow’s job is always 
apt to appear more interesting, and Jupiter 
in Libra is all too quick to follow this, that 
or the other person’s suggestion. 

This man would have made an excellent 
teacher or corporation lawyer. And though 
these professions are out of the question 
now, he could cash in on the experience 
garnered in a variety of trades in a position 
such as that of caretaker, renting agent, 
hotel or restaurant manager. Cancer on the 
10th house of profession with the ruler, 
Moon, in the 7th house indicates a “service” 
vocation in direct relationship with the pub- 
lic. Here the Sagittarius planets and their 
aspects show the need for activity; nor should 
the social propensities of the soli-lunar 
polarity be allowed to lie fallow. Any of the 
suggested lines require the same type of 
service to the interests of others which is 
given by a corporation lawyer—it is merely 
utilized on a different level. Unless the 
routine of civil service work is unendurable, 
the comparative safety of a government posi-

tion may prove a boon through the Saturn- 
Uranus transit of Gemini, beginning simul- 
taneously in 1942 with the progressed Moon’s 
passage through Sagittarius. His position 
should be improved by participation in local 
politics—a field which should not be ignored 
at any time. 

The Leo girl (Chart 2) has had ten years’ 
business experience as secretary and book- 
keeper. As a child she wanted to be a 
dancer. Later she thought music was the 
career for her—until she discovered that she 
preferred the role of spectator to that of 
performer—which is highly unusual for a 
Leo, but again we have a Mars-Saturn con- 
junction, this time in Taurus where Martian 
action is inclined to be smothered. Our 
Leo also expresses a desire to write, but 
feels “she would have done something about 
it by now if she had talent.” Perhaps this 
is so, yet so many stultifying influences are 
present in this chart that a denial of talent 
cannot be made on the simple grounds of 
non-production. 

The Grand Trine in earth is not a self- 
starter. It brings a certain amount of ma- 
terial benefit—just enough to stifle ambition. 
Life is so easy there is no necessity to de- 
velop. Five fixed planets, all succedent, 
would incline the native to stay in a rut as 
long as material wants were supplied; this 
also indicates the person who is always think- 
ing about doing something, but contents him- 
self with just thinking—action remains in the 
future of the mind. The lack of Air is one 
more indicator of a lack of “push.” 


This chart has a world of power—if the 
native chooses to use it. The Sun and Moon © 
in Leo (the latter planet ruler of the mid- 
heaven) should produce a terrific force 
and ambition which could make itself felt 
in any field. The particular talents in this 
case are managerial. The native can rise 
to an executive position in her present line 
of work, if she will refuse to be satisfied 
with little victories. Saturn’s transit of Tau- 
rus should awaken the inherent ambition 
of the natal Saturn and Mars square the 
Sun. Progressed Mercury’s change to direct 
motion should also stimulate a new appre- 
ciation of opportunity. The beneficial aspects 
of the Grand Trine could make for success 
in the real estate field as investor, manager 
or developer of property. The native should 
continue to study Astrology, for this science 
can give her a powerful tool in the knowl- 
edge of her own potentials.

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Mars 


Mars advances from 6°55’ to 27°26’ Scor- 
pio, opposing the Jupiter-Saturn conjunction 
on the 1st and 4th respectively. This threat- 
ens some violent upset, at a time where 
patience and forbearance are specifically 
indicated as essential safeguards against re- 
grets. On the 24th, it opposes Uranus, de- 
feating—in a moment of abandon to a variety 
of nervous impatience—the good that other- 
wise should accrue from so constructive an 
influence as the current Uranus-Neptune 
trine. Observe these contacts: at 7°20’ Scor- 
pio on the 2nd, with the Oct. 30th Lunation 
degree; at 12°16’ Scorpio on the 9th, with 
the Lunar Eclipse of May 3, 1929; and at 
18° Scorpio on the 18th, with the Lunation 
degree of Nov. 11, 1939.

Jupiter 

Jupiter continues to retrograde, from 7°10’ 
Taurus, slowing down to a stationary point 
at 5°40’ Taurus on the 31st. With both Jupi- 
ter and Saturn approximately stationary, in 
opposition to the point of the October 30th 
Lunation, which preceded the election, one 
looks in vain for a direction whence good can 
come. It looks too much like a reactionary to- 
talitarianism, sowing seed that is to sprout a 
whirlwind in May when Uranus supplants 
Saturn as Jupiter’s team-mate. 


Saturn 


Saturn continues its retrograde on the 
heels of Jupiter, receding from 9°14’ to 7°58’

from January 18th to February 17, 1940. 
This slow retardation to next month’s sta- 
tionary point is its most serious visitation 
upon those with birth planets in this arc.

Uranus 


Uranus is also intensified by retrograde

Neptune 


Neptune advances from 27°27’ Virgo to a 
stationary point at 27°42’ Virgo on the final 
days of the old year, on the last day of which 
it turns retrograde. Any birth planet that 
Neptune aspects during this month can count 
upon four more contacts: during 1941, in 
January and September; and during 1942, in 
April and July.

voice is not indicated in a natal chart. Cer- 
tain indications in the chart, notably aspects 
between Neptune, Venus and Mercury, lend 
charm to the voice, but give no clue to 
whether this be of operatic proportions or 
merely a pleasant speaking voice. 

A generous helping of “luck” accompanies 
a Virgo Sun and Taurus Moon (here the 
ruler of the midheaven), which accounts for 
this native’s previous successes, regardless of 
field. However, the genius of this chart is 
definitely social, and the rising Mars em- 
phasizes the need for individualized effort. 
Any sort of position where personal atten- 
tion is given to the problems of people would 
be acceptable. This includes everything 
from teaching, sociology, library or person- 
nel work, club organization, to travel agen- 
cies and the like. With the Moon in Taurus, 
thought must be given to what the native 
has to contribute to life; Jupiter’s opposi- 
tion signifies the ability to put to use the 
fruits of experience, and the 8th house po- 
sition of the Moon suggests rehabilitation or 
regeneration.

U. S. Trend toward Involvement in War Unmistakable This Month—Takes More Active Part 
in Economic Strangulation of Enemy—Labor Conditions Disturbed; Militant Mood

3 es opens with a series of clash- 
ing, major discords continuing until the 4th. 


Extravagance, war fever, recklessness and 
social glitter are followed by disappointment, 
broken agreements and financial reverses. 
The 5th to 18th is a more quiet, uneventful 
period, with emphasis on publicity, propa- 
ganda, defense and business prosperity. Con- 
troversy over tax and financial affairs arises 
the 3rd, comes to open rupture of parties 
or groups the 14th and results in a climax 
of strife or reorganization on the 24th. De- 
ceptive and paralyzing conditions in financial 
and diplomatic affairs with friendly nations, 
also in public relief financing are powerful 
from the 19th to 27th of the month. After 
the 24th, the month settles into a more con- 
Servative and constructive pattern, with in- 
creased prosperity the most marked feature. 


New Moon 


December opens with the New Moon of 
November 29th trine to Pluto and quincunx 
Jupiter conjunction Saturn. Important major 
aspects are the conjunction of Venus with 
Mars, opposing the conjunction of Jupiter 
and Saturn, also the opposition of Mercury 
to Uranus. These powerful and conflicting 
Tays indicate a month which forces choices 
upon a nation as yet unready and unwilling 
to make them—between a militant national 
attitude, eager to knock down the first 
comer, and the urge to withdraw from for- 
eign entanglements to secure our own future 
under our own power and without obliga- 
tion to any neighbors, also between the pri- 
vate profit motive in finances and the dic- 
tatorial powers of government taxation. And 





Pluto, lord of death and destruction, sits in 
the chair of government and business power, 
playing off one force against the other—or 
perchance caught between these millstones. 
The trend of our government toward in- 
volvement in the war will be unmistakable 
during December. We are enjoying Pluto’s 
gift of war prosperity, but let us not de- 
ceive ourselves as to the end of this road. 
Just as it was back in Latin schooldays, “the 
descent to Avernus is easy.” Even those 
who hate war, who fear it and hope to evade 
it will learn that Pluto not only dispenses 
the rich inheritance of Earth but exacts his 
fee of blood and tears. The Lord of the 
Grinning Skull may smile but his is the 
kingdom under the earth. In the old legends, 
we may recall that Proserpine was not happy 
there. 

The New Moon of November 29th at 3:42 
a.m. occurs in the eighth degree of Sagit- 
tarius and rules the lunar month of No- 
vember 29th to December 28th. The luna- 


“ tion is located in the second house of the 


figure, that ruling financial affairs, national 
income and property. The sign Sagittarius 
is expansive, prosperous and forward-look- 
ing; swift progress in national and individual 
finanees may be the keynote of the month. 
The Ascendant of the figure is the sign of 
the Balance, Libra, indicating national choice 
of paths to be made. Venus conjunction 
Mars just below the ascendant oppose Jupi- 
ter conjunction Saturn in the seventh house, 
that of war, open conflict, partnership and 
relations with other countries in which we 
are directly concerned. These bodies are 
squared by Pluto in the house of govern- 
ment and business administration; the full 
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weight of our financial and industrial power 
must be thrown on one side or other of the 
international scales. We need hardly trouble 
to declare war—being already involved to a 
considerable extent. Apparently we are to 
take a more active part in the economic 
strangulation of the enemy. This stage of 
the conflict is comparatively bloodless—he 
who starves first being. the final loser. 
Humanitarian considerations play very lit- 
tle, if any, part on the world stage just now 
—woe to the victims of war, for no one will 
weaken the blockade to save them. This is 
a kill or be-killed world in its present 
destruction-madness. As a nation, we may 
be very angry at broken treaties, lost com- 
mercial concessions or war-like actions aimed 
at our neighbors. Propaganda has an espe- 
cially poisonous effect on our national think- 
ing as the Sun, then Mercury, squares Nep- 
tune from the 19th to 27th of the month. We 
may expect to be thrilled by a witch-hunt 
directed amidst our educational institutions, 
the press and communications systems; ene- 
mies may be found under every blade of 
grass. Conscientious objectors, pacifists and 
traitors may find themselves lumped into 
one classification—public enemies. Disgrace- 
ful persecution of innocent persons is always 
one of those ugly war-hysteria reactions. As 
a result of some such scandal, the net of 
restriction thrown around our borders will 
be tightened and freedom of speech will be 
a hollow mockery of a shell. Our charitable 
interest in child victims of war will receive 
some setback—through scandal in adminis- 
tration of this work or through dangers on 
the sea or behind blockades. Perhaps we 
as a nation will remain willing to preserve 
British children while those equally innocent 
on the continent are left to starve behind 
British blockades—and perhaps we may 
think the idea is outrageous. Verily, the 
quality of’mercy is not strained and there 
are plenty of lumps in it. The Christmas bells 
hailing peace on earth, good will to men 
must sound a trifle hollow throughout 
Christendom. 

The most progressive feature of the month 
is the rising tide of financial prosperity which 
now receives the full impetus of war prepa- 
rations and armaments, both domestic and 
foreign. Markets tend to fluctuate wildly 
due to tax uncertainties near December 3rd, 
14th and 24th; labor conditions also may be 
greatly disturbed near these same periods. 
Transportation, aviation, chemicals, meat and 
packing trades, plumbing and building tend 
to be involved in the sudden changes of 
market trend; unpredictable causes of dis- 


turbance make normal expectations in the 
light of experience untrustworthy. Thus 
actual financial progress is greater than the 
state of the markets would suggest. Specu- 
lation is almost paralyzed or is most tricky 
near the 19th to 27th of the month, with oil, 
textiles, liquids, gases, trade monopolies, 
drugs, cosmetics, amusements and the movie 
industry particularly affected. The latter 
may suffer from the hunt for communists, 
etc. among its ranks, from extremely ad- 
verse publicity and from the limitation of 
its trade by conditions abroad and in neigh- 
boring countries.

War, 
sex and detective stories may go best at the 
box office just now, but one string can’t last 
forever. 

Controversy over methods of raising de- 
fense taxes may be long-drawn out and 
fiery, through December 3rd, 14th and 24th. 
Many sudden deaths occur during this pe- 
riod, due to heart disease or apoplexy aggra- 
vated by friction, suspense or the shock of 
financial reverses. Crimes against property 
and against women and children may be 
more frequent than usual near these same 
dates. 

The weather is variable, with danger from 
the elements affecting property and life, espe- 
cially through storms, aviation disasters and 
disruption of traffic on both highways and 
railroads. People planning holiday trips 
would do better to delay them until after 
Christmas, as conditions are much safer and 
more satisfactory after December 27th. 

Conditions ‘affecting employment and la- 
bor relations are quite explosive most of the 
month, especially so near December 3rd, 
14th and 24th. Labor is in no mood to stand 
for wage cuts, no matter who may have the 
idea of making up for taxation in this man- 
ner. Interruption of national defense proj- 
ects may occur unless better co-operation 
can be secured than seems likely. Labor is 
willing enough to play ball—in a clean game. 


U. S. Chart 


The United States chart continues to show 
Pluto in the house of education, the press, 
public opinion and relations with neighbor- 
ing countries. National defense continues 
to be the number one topic of interest, with 
favorable developments near December 11th, 
23rd, 25th and 31st. Satisfactory progress 
is announced near these dates and public 
opinion favors the war program presented.

Jupiter and Saturn also 
occupy the twelfth house, indicating diffi- 
culty in financing twelfth house affairs near 
December 1st to 3rd; more favorable devel- 
opments occur near December 13th, 25th and 
27th. Mars in_the house of labor and in- 
dustry stimulates activity strongly, though 
more co-operation is badly needed to iron 
out kinks in production. Nose and throat 
diseases may be unusually prevalent this 
month. 





President Roosevelt 


President Roosevelt is quite successful in 
handling diplomatic affairs and our defense 
interests near December 11th, 23rd, 25th and 
31st. He may have many personal and fam- 
ily worries between the 19th and 27th or 
may need rest and quiet during that period 
to improve health.
